| Eight Transports Ready to Leave New 
| Orleans as Fast as the Animals 
Can Be Procured.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 5.—The largest 
number of British transports ever in this 
port at one time may now be seen at Port 
Chalmette. There are seven at the docks 
and one in midstream, each waiting for its 
turn to receive their cargo of horse flesh. 
Still another, the India, sailed last night. 

This fleet of transports serves to bear 
| out the idea that the British Government is 
| prosecuting more vigorously than ever the 


business of shipping horses and mules to 

the seat of war in the Transvaal, and that 

the end of hostilities is probably more re- 

mote than Great Britain is willing to ad- 

mit. The transports will be loaded without 
| delay, and as fast as the horses and mules 
arrive from the purchasing points. The 
eight vessels now in port represent 8,000 
head of horses and mules. 

For the past ninety days the shipments 
have broken all records, and agents of the 
British Government are scouring the West 
; with greatly increased energy for more 

horses and mules.

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| CUBANS SUBMIT DRART 
OF SPECIAL TARIFF AGT 


Commission from the Island Makes 
Appeal to Congress. 








Asks to Have Impost Duties on Their 
Products Reduced One-haif—Would 
Grant a Similar Concession.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Cuban Com- 
mission on Tariff Concession spent yester- 
day and to-day in Washington, accompa- 
nied by their counsel, State Senator Frank 
D. Pavey of New, York. They held con- 
ferences @yesterday and to-day with Gov. 
Wood and others. 
eon to-day with the commission at the New 
Willard, The delegates returned to New 
York this afternoon. Before going they 
gave out for publication copies of a letter 
addressed to the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, through their respective pre- 
siding officers, together with a proposed 
special tariff law for Cuba. In the letter 
they say: 

“We have the honor to address you in 
behalf of Cuba. We came to the United 
States to press upon the attention of the 
President the petition of the united busi- 
ness interests of the island for concessions 
in the American tariff in favor of Cuba. 
That duty has been performed. We deem 
it our further duty to propose to Congress 
some definite plan for the establishment 
of trade between the United States and 
Cuba upon a basis which will be of equal 
mutual advantage. We submit herewith 
such a plan in the form of a proposed law. 

**We know the needs and wishes of the 
Cuban people. They need access to the mar- 
kets of the United States for the sale of 
their products. It is essential to their pros- 


perity. ‘They wish the sale of American 
products extended in Cuba, Under present 
conditions that is impossible. American 


sales in Cuba are decreasing. The reason is 
simple. Under a uniform tariff, European 
products can be sold in Cuba for less than 
American products. Unless the United 
States secures a preferential tariff rate in 
Cuba in favor of American products, Amer- 
ican merchants will be driven from the 
field. 

“The plan we submit will promote the 


prosperity of Cuba and extend the market 
for American products. We respectfully 
request that this letter and plan be submit- 
ted for consideration to the distinguished 
body over which you preside.’’ 

The proposed law is as follows: 

Section 1. From and after the Ist day of 
January, 1002, Cuban molasses and raw sugar, up 
to No, 16 of the Dutch standard, shall be ad- 
mitted into the United States free, and all other 
Cuban products upon the payment of one-haif 
the rates of duties levied and collected under 
the tariff laws of the United States upon similar 
products of the most favored nation, provided 
the people of Cuba comply with the following 
condition: 

Sec. 2. The people of Cuba shall consent that 
from and after the Ist day of January, 1902, all 
products of the United, States shall be admitted 
into Cuba upon the payment of one-half the 
rates of duty levied and collected under the 
tariff laws of Cuba upon similar products of, the 
most favored nation. Whenever the Military Gov- 
ernor of Cuba shall report to the President of. the 
United States that the people of Cuba have given 
such consent, the President shall be proclama- 
tion declare that the rates~of* duties* provided 
tor in this act shall take effect in the United 
States and in Cuba from and after the Ist day 
of January, 1902. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

The Cuban delegates have been given to 
understand that they can get reductions in 
American tariff on Cuban products from 
Congress alone, They know they cannot 
expect undue executive interference in their 
behalf. The President told them so. He 
said he should recommend in strong lan- 
guage the importance of doing something 
at once in aid of Cuban commerce and in- 
dustry; beyond this, he told them they must 
look to Congress, and advised them to see 
Senator Platt, (Rep., Conn.,) as Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Cuban Affairs. 

When they had their interview with Sen- 
ator Platt, he requested them to put their 
request for reductions in the American tar- 
iff in some definite form that would show 
that it was practicable to secure corre- 
sponding reductions with Cuban tariff on 
American products. Senator Depew gdve 
them the same advice. The plan which they 
now propose was prepared in response to 
these suggestions. - 

Later they will ask for hearings before 
the committees to which their letters are 
referred.

LEAVES HUMANE SOCIETY. 


Disapproves Its President’s Statement 
that Man Abandoning Children 
Should Be Executed. 
TOLEDO, Ohio, Dec. 5.—Mayor Samuel 
M. Jones has resigned from the Board of 
Directors of the Toledo Humane Society 
because its President, James M. Brown, 
who is also President of the American 
Humane Society, has declared that a man 


who abandons his children should be put | 


to death. The declaration appears in the 


annual report of the Toledo Humane So- | 


ciety, and is as follows: 

“The man who wil) bring children into 
the world and in their helplessness desert 
them is unfit to bear the image of either 
brute or man, is an enemy to his race, a 
traitor to his country, and should be put 
to death. Yet the Legislature of Ohio will 
send such a man to a stone yard for three 


months, and the man who steals a cow 
from one to seven years in the _ peni- 
tentiary.” 


Mayor Jones, in a letter to Mr. Brown, 
expressed his respect for the society and its 
ofticers in an attempt to benefit man- 
kind, but said if it was the purpose of 
the society to kill men for abandonment 


of children he could not serve as Director | 


and would therefore tender his resignation, 
as he did not believe in killing anybody 
for crime. 


TRUST BREWERS MUST 
DEFEND MANY SUITS. 


Texas Saloon Keepers Will Seek to Re- 
cover All Money Paid in 
Three Years.

AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 5.—The three for- 
eign and seven domestic brewing com- 
panies, which have pleaded guilty in the 


District Court here to the charge of violat- 
ing the Texas anti-trust law and paid 
heavy penalties to the State for such viola- 
tion, are, confronted with more litigation 
of a most harassing and expensive char- 
acter, 

There is a provision in the anti-trust act, 
whicn gives any individual, firm, or corpo- 
ration which pays money to a member of a 
trust for its product or anything of value 
‘the right to bring suit for the recovery of 
the amounts paid. This provision makes 
it open to every saloon keeper in Texas to 
sue the brewing companies belonging to 
the trust for the amount which he has paid 
them during the past three years for beer. 

The first of these suits has already been 


filed by a saloon keeper at Galveston 
against the Galveston Brewing Company 
for the recovery of $12,000, which he «l- 


leges he paid the defendant company for 
beer while it was in the trust. Many other 
suits of a similar nature are being pre- 
pared. 


BRIDE-ELECT DISAPPEARED. 


On Her Wedding Day Mary Stewart 
Went Out and Friends Have Since 
Searched Vainly for Her. 
CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 5.—The friends and 
relatives of Mary Stewart have been look- 
ing for her since Tuesday last, but have so 
far failed to find any trace of her. She 
disappeared on what was to have been her 

wedding day. 

The woman was to have been married to 
John Carman on Tuesday night, and the 
wedding party had gathered at 7 o’clock to 
witness the ceremony. The minister had 
arrived, and everything was in readiness, 
but the assembled guests waited in vain 
for the bride to appear. After a long de- 
lay Carman and_relatives of Miss 8tewart 
became uneasy about her, and began to 
look for her. An inquiry showed that she 
had left home at 3 o'clock that afternoon 
and had not returned. 

The wedding party was then dismissed 
and a thorough search instituted, but, al- 
though the police have given their assist- 
ance, no clue has been found to the missing 
woman's whereabouts. Miss Stewart is 
thirty-one years old. 


JURY’S QUEER VERDICT. 


How a Dressmaking Dispute Was Set- 
tied in South Orange.

ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 5.—A jury in Justice 
Gardner's court in South Orange yes- 
terday brought in a remarkable verdict. 

The suit was instituted by Miss Edith 
Cornell, a dressmaker, who recovered 
$28.31, against Gordon C. Smith, on a bili 
for dresses furnished to Mr. Smith's family. 

The jury constituted itself a sort of 
court of revision, and directed: ‘ First, 
that the defendant pay that amount with- 
out interest. Second, that the plaintiff 
return the balance of the goods she had 
in her possession to the defendant. Third, 
that the plaintiff make up all her dresses to 
the satisfaction of two dressmakers, one 
to be selected by each party in this action, 
Fourth, that in case of a disagreement be- 
tween these, two dressmakers the matter 
be referred to a third. Fifth, that the 
plaintiff pay to the defendant $2 for ex- 
penses to be incurred in securing a fit.” 








FRENCH PLAY AT HARVARD. 


“Les Pladeurs” Produced by Stu- 
dents in Brattle Hall.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 5.—** Les Plad- 
eurs,”’ the French play of the Cercle Fran- 
cats of Harvard, was given for the first 
time last night at Brattle Hall, Cambridge, 
before a select audience of Crimson grad- 
uates, The comedy went off unusually well, 
Each actor entered into his part with great 
spirit, interpreting it with truth and 
life, and enunciating a foreign language 
almost as perfectly as if it had been his 


own. All the men in the east, however, 
have lived, traveled, or studied in France, 
and two of them, Haviland and Champol- 
lion, are native-born Frenchmen. 

For this reason the play was rendered 
with an accuracy of expression which is 
exceedingly rare in American attempts of 
a similar character. The play, as usual, 
was a distinctly social affair, all the men 
in the cast being men of wealth in Har- 
vard. Besides Burnham and White of the 
well-known Boston and New York families, 
Robert Goelet of New York stepped in, and 
with only a few days practice went through 
a prominent part in the play. 

Another New York man in the play was 
B. C. Champollion, The features of the 
evening were the ballets and acrobatic feats 
of H. Kellogg, 190%. The ballets were given 
after each act, the young actors in them 
taking their feminine parts to perfection. 
Kellogg’s tumbling was remarkable, and 
represented the result of years of training 
‘in this work.

MAYOR JONES OF TOLEDO —| ELECTRIC MOTORS FOR 
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THE ELEVATED ROADS 


The First Dynamo to be at Work 
by Tuesday Next. 








First Train Run by Electricity Over 
Second Avenue Line to Start 
About the Same Date. 





With the date for the going of the loco- 
motive and the coming of the electric mo- 
tor for the operation on the east side lines 
of the elevated railroads practically set, an 
outline of the stupendous undertaking 
which will all but revolutionize travel in 
the city is in order. So nearly has the work 
been completed that by Tuesday next the 
engineers expect to turn the first 8,000- 
horse-power engine and dynamo, which will 
be one of a battery of eight, to furnish the 
tremendous power required for the work. 
The first train run by electricity, it is ex- 
pected, will take a flier over the Second 
Avenue line about the same date. The mo- 
tor equipments are arriving steadily, and 
within ten days the delivery of 300 cars de- 
signed for the new service will have begun. 

In order for the lay mind to grasp fully 
the vastness of the problem that has con- 
fronted the engineers in charge of this 
work nothing could serve better than fig- 
ures of the work done at the present time 
by the elevated railroads—the number of 
passengers carried, the number of locomo- 
tives in service, the consumption of coal 
annually, &c. The number of passengers 
carried during the year ending Sept. 30 was 
194,152,316, or over 530,000 passengers a day. 
In the work of the read, including the con- 
struction and ash-handling trains, 310 loco- 
motives and 1,158 cars were employed. At 
the time of the maximum traffic—that is, 
late in the afternoons—the total number of 
trains over the entire lines was 225. Dur- 
ing the year the locomotives consumed 
226,924 tons of coal and 535,000,000 gallons of 
water. 

Under present conditions the heaviest lo- 
comotive on the roads weighs about 34,000 
pounds, each engine drawing five loaded 
cars. The schedule speed of local trains on 
the various lines averages about 13.6 miles 
an hour. The express trains on the Third 
and the Ninth Avenue lines average be- 
tween terminals fourteen and seventeen 
miles an hour, respectively. 

A SUCCESSFUL RECORD. 

This vast service has been conducted so 
thoroughly during the last twenty years 
that during that time,- with 3,348,000,000 
passengers, (more than 1,116 times the total 
population of Greater New York,) not a 
single passenger has lost his life through 
reason of collision or accident to trains. 
Asa record, therefore, of running the road 
successfully with the steam locomotives 
that established by the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway is hard to beat. In the face 
of this record the officials were called upon 
to design a system that would be not only 
more economical and would give satisfac- 
Aion in point of added facilities, but one 
also that was equally safe as compared 
with thé methods now in use. 

The following facts have been taken from 
the official reports made by the company’s 
engineers, whose reports were printed in 
full fn Volume XVII., No. 1, of The 
Street Railway Journal. In this report En- 
gineer L. B. Stillwell mentions the advan- 
tages of the new system over the one of 
steam. For example, the electricity will be 
able to drive six-car trains at-higher speed 
than the heaviest locomotive can draw a 
five-car train. In starting from stations 
trains will be able to attain their maximum 
speed much quicker than it is acquired by 
the lecomotive, and, similarly, by the use 
of more powerful brakes a further saving 
of time will be effected in stopping the 
trains. As a result of the more prompt ac- 
celeration of trains and the more powerful 
brakes there will be further large saving of 
time and it will be possible to operate a 
larger number of trains than can now be 
used, thus increasing the capacity of the 
lines to carry passengers. 

Electricity also eliminates the smoke, 
steam, and cinders which, in spite of every 
precaution, cause a serious objection to the 
use of locomotives. In a large measure the 
noise of the road will also disappear. 

A few of the actual figures, giving the 
power which it is required to develop in 
running the road, show, when reduced to 
tangible standards, the immensity of the 
undertaking. The power house that wili 
furnish the current to drive the 225 trains 
will be second to none, not even to that 
at Niagara Falls. In exact figures 100,00J 
horse power will be generated, or just 
twice as much as that generated by the 
immense dynamos at Niagara Falls. In 
figures compared to the strength of mrn, 
more than the combined force of 3,000,000 
able-bodied men working harder than any 
army of that size ever could work, would 
be required to produce a power equivalent 
to that generated by the plant which will 
drive the trains over the entire system of 
the company’s tracks. 

Already the power house and the sub- 
stations which will be necessary for the 
full equipment of the road have oecu fin- 
ished. The report on this part of the work 
was made by Engineer George H. bFegram, 
who had the department in charge. The 
real power station (for ‘here wi!l be only 
one central plant to supply the entire sys- 
tem) is situated on the East River, be- 
tween Seventy-fourth and Seventy-fifth 
Streets, and is already completea Seven 
sub-stations are situated as follows: Divis- 
ion and Allen Streets, Thirty-fourth Street, 
between Second and Third Avenues; Third 
Avenue and Ninety-ninth Street, Third Ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Sixty-first 
Street; One Hundred and Tenth Street, 
near Eighth Avenue; Fifty-third Street, 
near Ninth Avenue, and Canal Street, be- 
tween the Sixth and Ninth Avenue ele- 
vated lines. 


FOUNDATIONS ON BED ROCK. 
The difficulty encountered in supplying 
a foundation for the immense machinery 
that will revolve and swirl in these build- 
ings is all the more interesting in view of 


the fact that five of the buildings ‘sere 
erected on sites which were those of olj 
beds of streams, which gave no clue to 


their existence on the surface cf the ground. 
These buildings are at Seventy-fourth 
Street, Thirty-fourth Street, Ninety-ninth 
Street, One Hundred and Tenci: Street, and 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Stree. ‘To 
prepare the foundations to carry the enor- 
mous weight of the machinery under these 
unfavorable circumstances considerable ex- 
pense and engineering skill was involved. 
At Seventy-fourth Street ani Ninety-ninth 


Street the foundations are on bed rock, 
and the stream beds are tilled with con- 
erete. The Fifty-third Street station also 


is founded on rock. At Thirty-fourth 
Street, and at One Hundred and Tenth 
Street the heavy machinery which migit 
otherwise have been built upoa ordinary 
masonry of massive design is carried on 
an iron floor, the supports of woicn have 
been driven forty feet to firm earth. 

The main power station on the Fast 
River, between Seventy-fourth and Se en- 
ty-fifth Streets, fronts on Exterior Street, 
which borders the river, and has a width of 
115 feet. The ground secured by the com- 
pany, comprising the eastern portion of the 
block, is 204 feet wide, extends 531 feet on 
Seventy-fifth Street and 588 feet on Seven- 
ty-fourth Street. The station, though de- 
signed for the maximum capacity of 100,000 
horse power, is so situated that, if neces- 
sary, additions may be made to the extent 
of increasing it to 150,000 horse power, or 
three times the total horse power now gen- 
erated at Niagara Falls. 

An idea of the hugeness of the building 
may be had from the amount of iron and 
steel that was used in the construction of 
it. About 6,000 tons of tron and steel gird- 
ers and beams were used—an amount 
which approximately is the same as that of 
the total weight of metal in the Brooklyn 
Bridge. The floors in the building have been 
tested to the erormous strain of 200 pounds 
per square foot. 

The coal pockets from which the boilers 
are to be fed hold 15,000 tons of coal, (the 
estimated rations of the boilers for twenty 
days,) within 1,000 tons of loading the 
steamship Deutschland to the limit of her 
carrying powers, and enough to sup- 
ply that flier with coal sufficient to carry 
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her five times across the ocean at record- 
breaking speed. 

Four smokestacks, each 278 feet high and 
17 feet in inside diameter—among the largest 
{ Stacks in the world—will give draught to 
| the hundreds of fires that will be stoked in 
j huge furnaces by ‘‘ automatic stokers,’’ in 
charge of a force of ninety men. To stoke 

the boilers by the ordinary hand method 
| a force of about 270 men would be required. 
{Through these stacks will pass the gases 
| of some 750 tons of coal a day, or about 
i 187 tons per stack per day. The Deutsch- 
| land on a record-smashing trip consumes 
| but 600 tons of coal, so that the power re- 
| quired, expressed in tons of coal, to move 
| all the trains of one day is 150 tons greater 
| than that required to drive an ocean grey- 
‘hound at the fastest speed known to man 
fon ocean travel. 

One of the newly added features of the 
| elevated railroad travel under the new sys- 
} tem will be the agreeable one of well-light- 

ed stations and. platforms. More than 

| 15,000 incandescent lights will be used 
| throughout the stations and the company’s 
} power plant and the sub-stations. At each 
; Station at least 100 incandescent lamps will 
| be used for lighting. 
! Each of the dynamos will be 42 feet high 
and is estimated to weight 889,000 pounds, 
over 444 tons, which is the weight of 17 of 
the heaviest elevated locomotives now in 
use.

It 
is rumored that men high in the councils 
of the anti-Seymour faction of the party, 
the dominant one in this county, have been 
indicted.

MARX, WHO SHOT THREE 
VIRGINIANS, COMING HERE. 


Exonerated by Coroner’s Jury Before 
Leaving Westmoreland County— 
Employed in City Law Office. 
Special to The New York Times. 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 5.—Herbert Marx, 
the principal in the Westmoreland County 
shooting affair, arrived in Fredericksburg 
late last night, having boarded the 
Weems Line steamboat Northumberland 
down the river yesterday evening. He was 
met by his brother, Ernest Marx, who ar- 
rived from New York, and together they 
spent the night at the Hotel Dannehl. Marx 
was in a state of complete physical and 


mental collapse, and appeared like a man 
with the palsy. 

Before leaving Westmoreland County he 
had been exonerated by the Coroner’s jury 
and by the young woman whom he was ac- 
cused of insulting. The evidence showed 
that the men who attacked him gave no 
intimation of their purpose or identity, and 
he had naturally assumed that they were 
burglars. R. H. Douglass, who was one 
of the attacking party, said that simul- 
taneously with the firing of the first shot 
from Marx's rifle there was shooting from 
eight or ten places in the yard. 

After passing a restless night in Fred- 
ericksburg, Marx boarded the north-bound 
Atlantic Coast Line train at 10:40 o'clock 
this morning for New York, while his 
brother left the city a few minutes later 
by private conveyance, en route for the 
scene of the tragedy. 

George Thompson, one of the men who 
started out to assault Marx, and for whose 
safety grave fears were entertained since 
the latter fired at him in the orchard, has 
returned safely to his home in Oak Grove, 
and the remaining member of the party, 
Douglass, is now at Colonial Beach. 

The funeral of young Taylor, who was 
instantly killed, will take place from the 
Episcopal Church at Oak Grove to-morrow 
morning at 11 o’clock.

He was 
prominent#in the Graee,.,Democracy, and 
in 1892 he attended the “ anti-snapper 
State Convention, from which he was sent 
as an anti-Hill delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention. In 1894 Mr. Monroe 
was Secretary of the Committee of Seven- 
ty. When the Committee of Fifteen was 
chosen last Winter he was selected as its 
counsel. He is a close personal friend of 
President William H. Baldwin, Jr., of the 
Long Island Railroad, the Chairman of the 
committee. As the committee's counsel, 
Mr. Monroe participated with Justice Je- 
rome in the gambling raids. Since the elec- 
tion he has been acting as the attorney of 
the Citizens’ Union in the prosecution of 
fraudulent election cases, and has already 
secured a number of indictments. He isa 
member of the University, Union, Reform, 
and Princeton Clubs, the Southern and 
Pennsylvania Societies, and the Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

Lieut. Col. Jasper Ewing wr oe | is second 
in command of the Twenty-third Regiment 
of Brooklyn, Col. Partridge’s old command. 
He enlisted as a private in the United 
States Marine Corps in 1887. The next year 
he was transferred to the regular army, 
and became a member of Company D, 
Eighteenth Infantry. In 1891, he became 4 
Second Lieutenant in the Nineteenth In- 
fantry, and was promoted to the rank of 
First Lieutenant at the beginning of the 
Spanish war in May, 1898. In June of 
the same year he was appointed to be Cap- 
tain in the volunteer service, and was as- 
signed to the Signal Corps. He resigned 
from the army Sept. 30, 1899, and Dec. 
8, 1900, he was commissioned Lieut. Col 
of the Twenty-third Regiment.

ON PAROLE AS A_ CONVICT 





The Russian Count’s Ample and Strik- 
ing Criminal Record—He Once As- 
pired to be Bulgaria’s Sovereign. 





Nicholas Erasmus Savine,in Russia Count 
de Toulouse Lautrec, who, according to his 
own story, once aspired to be King of Bul- 
garia, though now an avowed Nihilist, is 
once more in durance. He was arrested 
yesterday morning in the first cabin of La 
Gascogne a few minutes before the vessel 
galled by Central Office Detectives Moody 
and Leeson on the strength of the following 
telegram from Chief Constable Grassett of 


Toronto, which reached Capt. Titus at Po- 
lice Headquarters Wednesday night: 

Warrant out for Count de Toulouse Lautrec 
for theft, value $160; age, forty-seven; 6 feet, 
smooth face, French accent. Claims to represent 
the American-Cuban Building Company of New 
York, Left Buffalo Monday, and may take 
steamer to France, Extra baggage from Chicago 
year ago, and released from penitentiary on 
parole two weeks ago. His specialty is bogus 
checks. 

The Count was in the ladies’ saloon when 
the detectives, who had been watching hi 
for an hour or more, requested his company 
ashore. He said he wouldn’t go, and defied 
them to take him from the French steam- 
ship. 

Then there was a fight in the saloon, 
abserved with varied emotions by a throng 

,of passengers, seamen, and servants, the

’ Count de Toulouse Lautrec seems to have 
at least some right to his title, for the 
Russian police records describe him as “ the 
retired Count Nicholas Savine.”’ He at- 
tracted his widest notoriety in this city 
five years ago, when he threatened to cane 
the ussian Consul General, Alexander 
Olarovsky, because that official had pub- 
lished him as a felon, and had, he said, 
ignored his challenge to a duel. 

The Count at that time claimed to be an 
official promoter of the Siberian Railway. 
Consul deneral Olaroysky declared he never 
received the challenge, but said he would 
shoot the swindler if he ever made the 
least threatening gesture in his presence, 
At that time the Count, in an interview, 
said that he came from a family older 
than the Bourbons. 

‘My father was Erasmus Sergius de 
Savine, a General of the Imperial Russian 
Army,” he said. ‘*‘My mother, Fanny de 
Savine, was born Countess de Toulouse 
Lautree. From her I get my title. [Tama 
Nihilist and was a Russian subject, but I 
threw off that allegiance and became a 
citizen of France. Now I have declared my 
intention of becoming an American citizen.” 

He said that Statesman Stambuloff had 
suggested to him that his lineage and fight- 
ing blood qualified him for the Bulgarian 
throne, and he went to Constantinople to 
get the Sultan’s support. 

‘But the watchful eye of Russia was on 
me,’’ he said, in telling of the failure of 
his hopes. ‘‘I was arrested, and the Czar 
sent me to Siberia for five years, ‘ To allow 
my princely ambition to cool,’ he said.’’

Feb. 4, 1897—Arrested in New York, charged 
with swindling Alice Mason of 119 West Twenty- 
sixth Street out of $80. Discharged. 


April 23, 1900-—Arrested at the Auditorium 
Hotel, Chicago, for forging bonds of the Bank 
of Nova Scotia, forged bonds of a face value

ILLINOIS BANKER A SUICIDE. 


Was a New York Foundling, Taken 
Weat 50 Years Ago.

CENTRALIA, Ill, Dec. 5.—Thomas W. 
Haymond, a New York foundling, who 


came to Illinois about fifty years ago and 
made a fortune, committed suicide last 
night by jumping into a well. The action 
is attributed to mental derangement, result- 
ing from overwork and grief for his foster 
father and partner. 

Mr. Haymond was about fifty-five years 
of age, and was brought here when quite 
young and reared by J. H. Gray, a farmer. 
Some twenty years ago Mr. Gray helped 
Haymond organize the banking firm of T. 
W. Haymond & Co., controlled by the two, 
and they instituted the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ Bank. 

Mr. Haymond was manager and cashier. 
Two months ago Mr. Gray died, and Hay- 
mond felt his death keenly and became 
changed from that date. He made de- 
mands on patrons of the bank to settle 
immediately, and was crowding strong 
firms. A short examination of his business 
shows it to be in excellent shape. His 
own fortune and the estate of Mr. Gray 
are estimated at $200,000.

of certiorari. 

In all cities of the State, if the position so 
held by any person shall become unnecessary, 
or be abolished for reasons of economy or other- 
wise, the person holding the same shall not be 
discharged from the public service, but shall 
be transferred to any branch of the said service 
for duty, in such position as he may be fitted 
to fill, receiving the same compensation there- 
for, The burden of proving incompetency shall 
be upon the party alleging the same. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
apply to the position of private secretary, dep- 
uty, of any official or department, or any other 
person holding a strictly confidential relation 
to the appointing officer. No person serving 
under a probationary or provisional appointment 
or employment shall be deemed to be holding a 
position within the meaning of thts section. 

The reduction of the compensation of any posr- 
son so employed, with the apparent intention of 
compelling him to resign, shall be deemed a mis- 
demeanor, and such person so employed shail 
have a right of action for damages in any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Every person whose rights may be in any way 
prejudiced contrary to any of the provisions of 
this act shall be entitled to a writ of mandamus 
to remedy the wrong.

FIGHT TO CONTROL RAILROAD. 


Creditors of the Midland Ask for Re- 
ceiver at Greencastle, Ind. 


GREENCASTLE, Ind., Dec. 5.—Harry 
Crawford, President of the Midland Rail- 
road, is making a hard fight in the Putnam 
County Circuit Court for the retention of 
the control of his property. Charles Ken- 


ney and others are suing the road for a re- 
ceivership. The plaintiffs hold 177 claims, 
which they have bought from the employes, 
aggregating between five and six thousand 
dollars. President Crawford conducts the 
defense, assisted by Attorney U. C. Stover 
of the railroad company; P. Lott of Dela- 
ware County, and R. Shattuck of Brazil. 











Long Island Road Improvements. 

The Long Island Railroad Company pro- 
poses to widen its yard at Jamaica, Queens 
Borough, and to construct a four track 
road as far east as Rockaway Junction, 
where the Montauk Division runs south 
from the main line a mile and a quarter 
east of the Jamaica station. In connection 
with these improvements the company has 
yurchased the Homestead property on 
Vashington Street of President John M. 
Crane of the Shoe and Leather Bank of 
Manhattan. The purchase price is said to 
have been $20,000. / 


Brief Railroad Items. 
The Central Railroad of New Jersey has 
placed an order for five vestibule passen- 


ger coaches, five combination passenger 
and baggage cars, and five baggage cars. 





The long-projected railroad to connect 
Monterey, Mexico, with Matamoras, on the 
Texas frontier, is to be built at last. The 
line will be part of the Mexican National 


Railroad. Its length will be about 200 
miles. The Mexican Government has now 
before it for approval an act to grant a sub- 
sidy of $8,000 per mile for construction. 





Nathaniel S. Dankel,for a number of years 
past agent in Whitehouse, N. J., for the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, has re- 
signed and will go South. He has entered 
the employ of John F. & James N. Pid- 
cock of Whitehouse, who are now the own- 
ers of the Georgia Southern Railroad. Mr. 
Dankel will leave Whitehouse soon to be- 
gin the work of extending the road from 
Moultrie to Albany, Ga. 








Answer to a Correspondent. 

A READER—Technically, the war be- 
tween Great Britain and the South African 
Republic and the Orange Free State began 
at 5 P. M. on Oct. 11, 1899, the time fixed 
by the Boers for compliance with their 
ultimatum. It had, however, been evident 
for some time that hostilities were inevita- 
ble, and Mr. Chamberlain’s reply to the 
ultimatum—that her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment deemed it impossible to hold fur- 
ther communication. with the republics— 
had been discounted by both sides. On 
Oct. 14 the Boers marched on Kimberley 
and Mafeking, and on the following day 
Kimberley was isolated. The first battle 
was on Oct. 20, when Gen. Symons capt- 
ured the Boer position on Talana Hill.

NEAR TAMMANY HALL 


One Prisoner and Gambling Equip- 
ment Taken in 14th Street. 








Police Carry Axes and Electric Lights 
and Use Them—Panic Seizes the 
Occupants of the Raided Resort. 





Acting Captain Churchill, accompanied by 
three detectives and nine policemen in plain 
clothes, whom he had called from their 
beds for special duty, last night raided an 
alleged gambling house at 148 East Four- 
teenth Street, directly opposite Tammany 
Hall. The raiders were equipped with por- 
table electric lights, in addition to axes. 
The electric lights were the result of the 
Acting Captain’s experience when he raided 
a house on Second Avenue, where all the 
lights were put out. 

One prisoner and a wagon load of gam- 
bling paraphernalia was the result of the 
raid, The prisoner described himself as 
Thomas Reilly of 148 East Fourteenth 
Street. The vlace was handsomely fitted 
up. 

The detectives with the Acting Captain 
were Scott, Hibbard, and Kennell. After 


had donned street clothing all got into the 
Fifth Street Station patrol wagon, which 
was driven rapidly to Twelfth Street, be- 
tween Third and Fourth Avenues. There 
the police and dectectives got out, and the

Street. 

After reaching Fourteenth Street the po- 
licemen were stationed, some of them 
guarding the entrance of 148, while others 
went around on Thirteenth Street and 
watched the entrances to the house on that 
street. The Acting Captain and his detec- 
ives then mounted the stairs of 148. 

Capt. Churchill took the lead with an 
axe in his hands, the detectives advancing 
behind him with long tubes in their hands 
from the ends of which flashed an electric 
light when a button was pressed. Two 
doors were smashed with the axe, and the 
police entered a room on the second floor, 
About twelve men were inside, Conterna- 
tion appeared on their faces when they 
saw that every avenlue of escape had been 
cut off. They speedily recovered their 
self-possession, however, when Capt. 
Churchill said: 


“T only want one man; now don’t get 
excited. You can all go when I get the 
man I want.” 


He picked out Reilly, and the others were 
allowed to go. Really was locked up. At 
a late hour he was visited by a lawyer, 
who gave his name as Thomas Dineen, and 
who soon left the station in a cab to get 
a Magistrate to accept bail for the pris- 
oner. Included in the paraphernalia that 
was seized were a dealin box used in 
faro, about one thousand chine. and many 
packs of cards. 

Directly beneath the alleged gambling 
house is a saloon of which a man named 
Wulfers is said to be the proprietor. Next 
door is the saloon of Thomas Sharkey, Ex- 
citement prevailed around the place raided, 
and a crowd of fully 5,000 people gathered. 
The police had to establish lines to keep 
the people back. 


CAPT. CHAPMAN MAKES A RAID. 


Takes One Prisoner in Descent on an 
Alleged Poolroom. 

Capt. Chapman of the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion, with three of his detectives, yester- 
day afternoon raided an alleged poolroom 
at 34 Bond Street, capturing one prisoner. 
The Captain declares, however, that there 
were 200 men in the place, who escaped by 
mounting a ladder rnd crawling through a 
hole in the roof, then making their way 
over roofs to Great Jones Street. He says 
he made the raid on information furnished 
to him by a bettor who had lost $w 
in the place. 

At 34 Bond Street is a saloon, the re- 
puted proprietor of which is Samuel Hertz. 
Back of the saloon is a sort of Summer gar- 
den or concert hall, where the alleged pool- 
room was situated. In the hall were found 
about 300 chairs, telephone and telegraph 
instruments, and various pieces of paper 
said by the police to be peculiar to pool- 
rooms. 

At 4:40 o’clock Capt. Chapman, accom- 
panied by Detectives Hall, McGuire, and 
Millmore, entered the saloon. The door 
leading from the barroom to the kitchen 
was locked. Millmore being the slimmest 
of the raiders, was selected to crawl 
through a hole connecting the two rooms. 
He was successful in getting through and 
tried to pull Capt. Chapman through, but 


the Captain got stuck, and McGuire and 
Hall had to pull him back. 
The man captured said he was James 


Smith, thirty-two years old, of 26 Second 
Street. 


SHOT FIRED IN A RAID. 


Fourteen Prisoners Captured in an Al- 
leged Gambling House on Madi- 
son Street. 

Capt. Vredenburgh, accompanied by Sert. 
Leonard, Detectives Hahn, Allen, Snydeck- 
er, and Listler and several policemen from 
the Oak Street Station, raided a gambling 
house patronized by Greek peddlers at 10 
Madison Street at 10:45 o’clock last night 
and secured fourteen prisoners, three packs 
of cards, a revolver, and $210.36 in money. 
The door to the room where the gambling 


is alleged to have been going on was locked 
and the policemen had to batter it down. 
When they secured entrance several of the 
inmates had already escaped through a 
window which led to a fire-escape. Some- 
body fired a shot from a revolver which 
narrowly missed Detective Hahn. The po- 
lice then drew their revolvers, and the men 
in the room quickly stopped any show of 
hostility. 

The reputed proprietor said that he was 
John Castopolos, aged thirty-seven, of 191 
Railroad Avenue, Jersey City. Anostos 
Mande, who resides at 66 Cherry Street, 
told the police that he was knocked down 
and hurt in the scramble to get out, but he 
showed no signs of being injured when ex- 
amined in the station house. 


HOW HARVARD’S MONEY GOES. 


Prof. Hollis Explains Why Students Are 


Called on for Subscriptions. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 5.—Prof. Ira 
N. Hollis, Chairman of the Athletic Com- 
mittee of Harvard, gave out an important 
statement to-night, answering a pertinent 
question as to what the yearly athletic sur- 
plus at Harvard is used for, and inciden- 
tally touching upon a matter which is of 
vital interest to every member of the unl- 
versity. Prof. Hollis’s statement was called 
forth by a communication in The Harvard 
Crimson this morning bringing forward 
the fact that Harvard has an athletic sur- 
plus of between $30,000 and $40,000 each 
year, and yet each Fall and Spring sub- 
scription agents are sent through the uni- 
versity asking for money to help out the 
different athletic organizations. 

In answering this question Prof. Hollis 
states that the surplus given in the ath- 
letic statement. is the surplus, not of the 
_— year only, but of the last four years, 

he money is being saved, he said, for the 
construction of new grand stands on Sol- 
diers’ Field, to be erected of steel and con- 
crete, to be lasting and absolutely fire- 
proot, and to cost three or four times as 
much money as the association now has in 
its possession. Prof. Hollis suggests, in 
order to do away with the subscription 
agent, the raising of the Harvard Athletic 
Association ticket from $5 to $7, the money 
going to the maintenance and care of the 
field and boathouse. The objection to his 
plan, and it is an emphatic one is that 
such an action ‘would defeat the very pur- 
pose for which the price of the Harvard 
Athletic Association tickets was originally 
made low, namely, to give poor men a 
chance to see all the athletic events at Har- 
vard at a moderately small cost. His plan 
would put poor and wealthy students under 
an equal responsibility, demanding of one 
more and of the other less than he really 
could afford to give.

FOR EPISCOPAL CHURCHES. 


The Work Authorized by the Late Gen- 
eral Convention Nearly Ready— 
Readings Not Obligatory. 

A new Bible, authorized by the late gen- 
eral convention in San Francisco to be read 


in all Episcopal churches in the United 
States, has been in process of completion 


by the Committee on Marginal Readings, | 


which has sat at the Episcopal General 
Seminary in this city since last Tuesday, 
and will conclude its work to-morrow. 

It was stated that an English firm has 
promised to undertake the publication of 


this Bible without expense to the commit- | 


tee. 

This new Bible is to consist of the text 
and renderings of the King James .version, 
the renderings of the English revision, and 
the renderings of the recent American re- 
vision. The renderings of the Episcopal 
Commission are ordered to be printed in 
#n appendix for preservation. The late 
convention, while it praised the scholarshi 
of its own commission, did not place thei 
work uvon the same level as that of re- 
visers who had included lay scholars and 
who had spent many more years at the 
work, besides being far larger in numbers. 

The new Bible fnsures the very latest 
renderings, although the reading of them 
is permissive only, not obligatory.

KENNEBEC ICE CROP DAMAGED. 


Snow Causes Many Breaks and the 
Fields Are Flooded. 
Special to The New York Times. 

GARDINER, Me., Dec. 5.—As one of the 
results of the recent snowstorm, experi- 
enced ice men state that unless a period of 
warm weather comes within a few days the 
Kennebec ice fields will be left in such a 
condition that nothing like a satisfactory 
crop can be secured. From Swan Island to 
Augusta the river was covered with ice 
from one to six inches thick before the 
storm, The ice was of excellent quality, 
free from dirt and snow, and the prospects 
for a good harvest were good. 

When the snow came, however, the ice 
settled, and freezing, left great pits of 
snow ice on all the fields. In many places 
the weight of the snow caused the ice: to 
break up, and the water rushed through 
the holes thus left, and flooded the entire 


field, leaving a thick layer of snow ice on 
the surface. 


Passenger Trains Crash Together, 


Head-On, in Arkansas. 

MALVERN, Ark., Dec. 5.—Three persons 
killed and thirty-eight injured is the result 
of a head-on collision between two passen- 
ger trains on the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railroad one and one-half 
miles south of here this evening. The two 
trains were the St. Louis fast mail, south- 
bound, leaving St. Louis at 3 A. M., and 
the Little Rock and Eldorado passenger, 
north-bound, due in Little Rock at 8 P. M,

are negroes. 


MILL RIOT IN UNION HILL. 


Attempt by 300 Dissatisfied Weavers to 
Attack a Building. 

There was a lively time near the 
Schmeyer mill at Union Hill, N. J., last 
evening, On Wednesday night all the weav- 
ers in that section met and passed a resolu- 
tion to stop work at 6 o'clock instead of 
7, beginning last evening. The mill owners 
talked to the men yesterday, and all agreed 
to work the extra hour, except about 3vv 
of Schmeyer’s employes. 

When 6 o'clock came the 300 quit and de- 
manded that the other 700 hands follow 
them. As the demand was not heeded the 
300 started to attack the mill. The police 
reserves were called and guarded the mill. 
When the 700 came out at 7 o'clock the dis- 
satisfied 300 attempted to assault them, 
but the police held them in check. The 
mill owners say they will take none of the 
300 back. 


FOR STATE ECONOMY.

PORT CHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 5.—There 
appears to be a spirit of fatality in Port 
Chester, and everyone is asking: ‘*‘ Who 
will be the next to die?’’ The question 
is answered almost every day, and then 
repeated again. Six Receivers of Taxes 
have died since that office was created, 
and for several weeks the villagers have 
been unable to pay their taxes, even if 
they wanted to. The office is still vacant, 
and no one appears to want to risk hold- 
ing it, for all the previous Receivers, 
though in excellent health when sworn 
into office, have died suddenly. 

Some say microbes are in the greenbacks 
received for the county's use. 

_ Now another stir has been created by the 
fatalities among the members fo the fire 
company called the Harry Howard Hook 
and Ladder Company. Four men of prom- 
inence have gone from its ranks in the 
four weeks past—Frank Hoyt Clark, 
yeorge E. Moger, Samuel Benedict, and 
James E. Leviness. For forty-five years 
the company has held a reception in the 
course of the Winter months, and this has 
always been attended by many persons of 
Rye and surrounding villages. 

(The deaths have cast a gloom over the 
company, as well as the community, and 
the firemen have decided that, instead of 
holding their society function, it will be 
more proper to hold @ memorial service. 
Accordingly, they have voted to give up 
the reception. The latest death was that 
of Mr. Leviness, who, besides being prom- 
inent locally, was a New York real estate 
broker, and for some years Secretary of 
the Real Estate Exchange Associatéon.

THE SHIP NELSON SAFE. 





Towed Into Puget Sound After a Mar- 
velous Escape from Destruction. 
PORTLAND, 
ship Nelson, which 


Ore., Dec. 5.—The British 


was reported lost off 
the Columbia River yesterday, was towed 
into Puget Sound to-day by the steamer 
Walla Walla, bound from San Francisco to 
Seattle. The hull of the Nelson is practi- 
cally intact, but her bulwarks are smashed, 
lifeboats and fore rigging carried away, 
and cabins damaged. There are only three 
inches of water in her hold, but the extent 
of the damage to her cargo of wheat is not 
known. 

The Nelson had a marvelous escape from 
destruction, according to Capt, Perriam. 
She crossed the Columbia River bar a week 
ago to-night, and before she had gone a 
great distance she encountered a severe 
storm, and was roughly handled. Her cargo 
of wheat shifted, causing her to list to 
starboard. She was picked up by the tug 
Wallula, and an effort was made to tow 
her to Astoria, but the tug had to abandon 
her. 

Later the powerful tug Tatoosh took her, 
but found it impossible to tow her in ow- 
ing to the fury of the gale and the heavy 
seas. The Captain of the Tatoosh decided 
to tow her to Puget Sound, but had not 
proceeded far whem the gale increased in 
fury, and on Tuesday night the hawser 
parted, and the Tatoosh was unable to find 
the vessel when daylight came. 

The Nelson fired rockets and burned 
flashlights all night, but failed to attract 
the attention of any other vessel. On 
Wednesday morning the - Walla Walla 
picked her up north of Grey’s Harbor. A 
high sea was on at that time, and it was 
with much difficulty that a hawser was 
taken on board.

“SAYS HE SAVED THE UNION. 


Negro Preacher Asserts He Prevented 
Gen. Lee Attacking Washington and 
Baltimore—To Petition Con- 
gress for Aid. 
FREEHOLD, N. J., Dee. 5.—The Rev. 
John W. Leekines, a colored minister, of 
this place, is about to forward a petition 
to Congress asserting that he saved the 
Cities of Washington and Baltimore from 
capture by the Confederate Army during 
the civil war, and thereby saved the Union. 
Dr. Leekines says he had to leave Baiti- 
more to escape the enemies he made by his 
disclosures. He left so suddenly that prop- 
erty worth $3,000 was left behind. Dr. Leek- 
ines has lived quietly here for several years, 
preaching at religious events held by his 

race in this vicinity. 

The petition will be accompanied by an 
affidavit, sworn to before County Clerk 
McDermott. This affidavit recites that he 
was born near Frederick City, in Frederick 
County, Md., Jan. 1, 1842. In 1863, he says, 
he was a waiter in the Fountain Hotel, on 
Light Street, Baltimore. One evening a Mr. 
Spates and a friend came in late to tea. He 
waited on them and overheard an important 
conversation between them. 

According to his story, Spates took out 
two passes, which he gave his friend to 
read. One was from Gen. Wold of the 
Confederate Army and the other from Gen, 
Lee. Spates said Lee had told him that he 


was going to attack and endeavor to capt- 
ure Washington, but that he (Spates) had 
shown Lee that Washington was too 
strongly fortified and guarded, and that 
Lee had changed his plans. He had decided 
to attack Baltimore, then a Union centre 
and base, and after seizing that city attack 
Washington when the capital would be cut 
off from New York and the North. Spates 
said further that Lee had also determined 
to attack Harrisburg, Penn., if his plans 
succeeded, and to make a feint into Penn- 
sylvania while attacking Washington. 

Next morning ,Leekines asserts, he went 
to Col. Hoffman, Collector of Customs at 
Baltimore, and told him what he had 
heard. Col. Hoffman had Spates arrested, 
and the two passes confiscated. Dr. Leek- 
ines states that his act became known and 
he had to make his escape. 

Many reputable business men of this place 
have signed a statement setting forth Dr. 
Leekines’s good standing here and his 
blameless life during his residence in Free- 
hold. The petition will be forwarded to 
Congressman Howeller and Senator John 
Keen, who will push the case. Dr. Leekines 
says he thinks Col. Hoffman is dead. 





HAVE RIGHT TO SELL TICKETS. 


But Speculators Mustn’t Obstruct The- 
atre Doors, Magistrate Says.

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SENATOR MWCOMAS ON 
ANTI-ANARCHY LAWS 


Says Assassins of Presidents 
Should Be Put to Death. 








Like Punishment for Plotters Against 
Foreign Rulers—Mr. Hoar Wants 
Anarchists Banished to Iso- 
lated Colony. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Senator McCom- 
as (Rep.) of Maryland made a long speech 
in the Senate to-day on the subject of 
Anarchy. This was followed by some brief 
remarks by Mr. Hoar (Rep.) of Massa- 
chusetts, who talked about the difficulties 
in the way of dealing with Anarchist as- 
sassins. Mr. McComas maintained that 
Congress had full power under the Consti- 
tution to enact a Federal law punishing 
with death any person killing or assault- 
ing the President with intent to kill, or 
aiding, inciting, or procuring such an act. 

He said in part: 

“Within seven 
Prime Minister 


years President Carnot, 
Canovas de] Castillo, the 
Empress of Austria, King Humbert and 
President McKinley have been foully as- 
sassinated by Anarchists, 

“These tragic assassinations in five 
countries, widely separate, in so short a 
time show that this hideous crime of An- 
archy is increasing. To abnormal minds 
possessed with this impulse to homicide, 
envy and vanity give a peculiar fascina- 
tion to the idea of assassinating a King or 
President. 

“ Congress must legislate against this new 
peril with courage, with firmness, but also 
with conservatism and patience. The Con- 
stitution permits Congress to enact a law 
to punish such crimes against the very 
existence of the Government the Constitu- 
tion ordained.”’ 

After defining the terms of a prepared 
statute fixing the death penalty for killing 
a President, of assaulting him with intent 
to kill, or advising, inciting, or procuring 
such acts, the Senator proceeded: 

“This sovereign Nation is not so weak 
that it must depend upon the varying laws 
of its different States to punish a crim- 
inal who assassinates or attempts to as- 
sassinate the President whom the Conti- 
tution declares ‘shall take care thai the 
laws be faithfully executed.’ 

‘‘Congress may go further—it may enact 
laws to protect the high executive officers; 
it may even protect Senators and members 
of Congress. I am convinced it is wise to 


legislate now to protect the head of the 
State—the President and the Vice President 
and the officers on whom the office of 
President shall devolve—and now go n 
further. 

FEDERAL COURTS TO JUDGE. 


“Congress should enact a law to give 
Federal courts jurisdiction to try and pun- 
ish by imprisonment for a term of years 
two or more who confederate and conspire 
to murder ihe President or Vice President 
or both, any of the officers in line of 
succession to the President, or who advise 
or incite aay person to overthrow the Fed- 
eral Govyern:nent or destroy it by force and 
violence by wilfully killing or assaulting 
with intent to kill the President or Vice 
President, or both, or any of the officers 
in line of succession to the President. 

“This statute should make it a crime 
with penalty of imprisonment for a term 
of years for any person knowingly to be ° 
come or continue to pe member of any 


or 


a 


association, club, or assembly where any 
person or persons advise or incite any of 
the offenses before mentioned. 

“Such statute should make it a crime 


punishable by imprisonment for a term of 
years for any person or persons to threaten 
or to speak, write, print, or publish any 
works or declarations counseling, advising, 
or inciting other persons to kil! wilfully or 
to assault with intent to kill the President. 

“ But this statute would be incomplete 
unless it included one other feature. It 
should make it a crime punishable with a 
term of imprisonment for two or more 
while in the United States to conspire and 
confederate to commit any one of the 
crimes mentioned upon any President, 
King, or any head of a State, or any re- 
public, kingdom, or empire, or other sover- 
eign State. 

“We should enact laws to expel and to 
exclude alien Anarchists. We shall at this 
session with unanimity re-enact the Chi- 
nese Exclusion acts. I will cheerfully vote 
to exclude the hordes of Chinese and pre- 
vent the competition of Chinese cheap !u- 
bor. Far more readily will | vote to ex- 
clude alien Anarchists here now.” 

The Senator urged numerous umendmeni:s 
of the immigration laws with a view to ex- 
cluding Anarchists. 

MR. HOAR’S SUGGESTIONS. 

At the conclusion of Mr. McComas’s 
Bpeech, Mr. Hoar spoke briefly. He said 
that, while he heartily agreed with much 
that had been said, yet the great difficulty 
fn all these cases of assassination was that 
the assasin was willing and anxious to give 
up his life. Fear of consequences did not 
in and Way deter such an assassin. 

Much good might be accomplished 
limiting the circulation of fanatical 
trines. But the Senator believed 
a much more effective remedy 
be secured, if by the common

BIG TOBACCO COMBINE 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


London Paper Says an American Com- 
missioner’s Name Is Coupled with 
$30,000,000 Company. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Financier to-day 
suys: ‘‘ A combine is being effected among 
the tobacco growers of the Philippine Isl- 
ands, with a capital of between 46,000,000 
and £7,000,000. The scheme is being carried 





on in London under the auspices of the 
Rothschilds, who, through their Spanish 
investments, have large interests in the 
Philippines.’’

“The contracts and concessions were ob 
tained through some of the American Peace 
Delegates, who, in typically Yankee fash- 
ion, managed to combine private and offi- 
cial business.”’

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TEXT OF TREATY FOR 
ISTHMIAN WATERWAY 


Terms of Hay-Pauncefote Conven- 
tion Are Made Public. 








Clayton-Bulwer Compact Abrogated and 
Work of Construction Placed Sole- 
ly Under Control of the Fed- 
eral Government. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.~The new Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, providing for the con- 
struction of an isthmian canal, which was 
sent to the Senate yesterday, is as follows: 

The United States of America and his 
Majesty Edward VII. of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and of 
the British Dominions beyond the seas, 
King, and Emperor of India, being desirous 
to facilitate the construction of a ship 
canal to connect the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans by whatever route may be con- 
sidered expedient, and to that end to re- 
move any objection which may arise out 
of the convention of the 19th of, Aprtt, (1850, 
commonly called the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
to the construction of such canal under the 
auspices of the Government of the United 
States without impairing the ‘“ general 
principle’ of neutralization established in 
Article VIII. of that convention, have for 
that purpose appointed as their plenipoten- 
tiaries: 

The President of the United States, John 
Hay, Secretary of State of the United 
States of America, and his Majesty Edward 
VIL. of the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, and of the British Domin- 
ions beyond the seas, King, and Emperor 


of India, the Right Hon. Lord Pauncefote, 
G. C. B., G. C. M. G., his Majesty’s Am- 
bassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States. 

Who, having communicated to each other 
their full powers, which were found to be in 
due and proper form, have agreed upon the 
following articles: 

ARTICLE I. 
The high contracting parties agree that 


the present treaty shall supersede the 
aforementioned convention of the 19th of 
April, 1850. 


ARTICLE II. 
It is agreed that the canal may be con- 
structed under the auspices of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, either directly 


at its own cost, or by gift or loan of 
money to individuals or corporations; or 
through subscription to or ogy of 
stock or shares, and that, subject to the 


provisions of the present treaty, the said 
Government shall have and enjoy all the 
rights incident to such construction, as 
well as the exclusive right of providing for 
the regulation and management of the 


canal. 
ARTICLE III. 

The United States adopts as the basis of 
the neutralization of such ship canal, the 
following rules substantially as embodied 
in the convention of Constantinople, signed 
the 28th October, 1888, for the free navi- 
gation of the Suez Canal, that is to say: 

1. The canal shall be free and open to the 
vessels of commerce and of war of all na- 
tions observing these rules, on terms of 
entire equality, so that there shall be no 
discrimination against any such nation, or 
its citizens or subjects, in respect of the 
conditions or charges of traffic, or other- 
wise. Such conditions and charges of traf- 
fic shall be just and equitable. 


2. The canul shall never be blockaded, 
nor shall any right of war be exercised, 


nor any act of hostility be committed with- 
in it. The United States, however, shall 
be at liberty to maintain such military po- 
lice along the canal as may be necessary 
to protect it against lawlessness and dis- 
order. 

3. Vessels of war of a belligerent shall 
not revictual nor take any stores in the 
canal except so far as may be strictly 
necessary; and the transit of such vessels 
through the canal shall be effected with 
the least possible delay in accordance with 
the regulations in force, and with only 
such intermission as may result from the 
necessities of the service. Prizes shall be 
in all respects subject to the same rules 
as vessels of war of the belligerents. 

4. No belligerent shail embark or disem- 
bark troops, munitions of war or warlike 
materials in the canal except in case 
of accidental hindrance of the transit, and 
in such case the transit shall be resumed 
with all possible dispatch. 

5. The provisions of this article shall 2p 
ply to waters aareren: to the canal, within 
three marine miles of either end. Vessels 
of war of a belligerent shail not remain 
in such waters longer than twenty-four 
hours at any one time except in case of 
distress, and in such case shall depart as 
soon as possible; but a vessel of war of 
one belligerent shall not depart within 
twenty-four hours from the departure of a 
vessel of war of the other belligerent. 

6. The plant, establishments, buildings, 
and all works necessary to the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of the 
canal shall be deemed to be parts thereof 
for the purposes of this treaty, and in time 
of war, as in time of peace, shall enjoy 
complete immunity from attack or injury 
by belligerents, and from acts calculated to 
impair their usefulness as part of the 


canal. 
ARTICLE IV. 

It is agreed that no charge of territorial 
sovereignty or of international relations of 
the country or countries traversed by the 
beforementioned canal shall affect the gen- 
eral principle of neutralization or the obli- 
gation of the high contracting parties un- 
der the present treaty. 

ARTICLE V. 

The present treaty shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
thereof, and by his Britannic Majesty; and 
the ratifications shall be exchanged at 
Washington or at London at the earliest 
possible time within six months from the 
date hereof. 

In faith whereof the respective plenipo- 
tentiaries have signed this treaty and here- 
unto affixed their seals. 

Done in duplicate at Washington, the 18th 
day of November, in the year of our Lord 
One Thousand Nine Hundred and One.

Mr. Penrose and the Commissioner General 
of Immigration, looks to a general revision 
of the laws upon this question, and pro- 
vides for a duty of $3 per head on all per- 
sons coming into the United States from 
foreign countries, except those who are citi- 
zens of this country or of Canada or Mex- 
ico, the fund to be thus raised to be applied 
te the payment of expenses incident to the 
regulation of immigration.

A RUSSIAN EXPERIMENT. 
Application of Advanced Theories at a 


Cotton Factory Near Moscow 
Proves Successful. 





Foreign Correspondence THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 28.—A prac- 
tical application of advanced theories has 
recently been made in a cotton factory 
situated near Moscow. Three years ago 
the proprietor of this factory abandoned it 
in payment of a mortgage due to the Im- 
perial Bank of Russia. The Governor of 
the bank then entrusted to a young en- 
gineer the task of reorganizing the estab- 
lishment on a new basis. 

The eight-hour day was introduced, and, 

to the great surprise of the authorities, 
Bave excellent results. There was a steady 
increase in production, while, at the same 
time, the number of accidents decreased in 
a noteworthy manner. 
_ A hundred of the more intelligent work- 
ingmen, that is to say, one-half of the em- 
ployes, have recently received a share in 
the profits, the result of which has been an 
increased production of 15 per cent. ‘The 
engineer-director has now established a co- 
operative society for feeding and clothing 
the employes. 


LEGAL NOTES. 





OFFERING OPPORTUNITY FOR COMMISSION 
OF CRIME.~In the of Dalton vs. State 
decided by the appellate tribunal of Georgia 
and reported in 30 Southeastern Reporter, 
Page 468, it is held that a person who has 
formed an intention to commit a crime and 
wht, unaided by any one else, performs 
acts which make the offense complete, will 
not be excused by reason of the fact that 
another, with the consent and approval of 
the victim of the crime, was present, aiding 
in and encouraging its commission. It 
would be otherwise, however, if such a per- 
son originated the intention to commit the 
crime or induced its perpetration. 

The court said: ‘‘ When one is informed 
that another intends to commit an offense 
against him or his property, the law per- 
mits him to afford opportunities for its 
commission, and lay traps which may re- 
sult in the detection of the offender. To 
this end he may employ another to act 
with the intending criminal and be present 


case 


with him at the time the crime is to be 
committed; and, if the intending criminat 
does himself acts which would constitute 


the offense he will not, when charged with 
the crime, be protected from punishment 
by reason of the fact that at the time the 
criminal act was performed by him, an- 
other, who was there with the knowledge, 
consent, and approval of the victim, and 
even by his direct employment aided in and 
onpournasd its perpetration.

LONDON CITY GREETS 
THE PRINCE OF WALES 


A Luncheon Given to Him and the 
Princess at the Guildhall. 











SPEECH BY LORD SALISBURY 





He Says Great Britain Cares Nothing 
for Foreign Censure as Long as 
the Colonies Support Her. 





LONDON, Dec. 6.—The City entertained 
the Prince and Princess of Wales yester- 
day at a luncheon in the Guildhall, and 
presented to them an address of congratula- 
tion on their successful tour of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

The royal party drove from York House 
to the Guildhall in an open landau, escort- 
ed by Life Guards. They met everywhere 
with the heartiest reception from _ the 
sightseers Mning \the brightly bedecked 
and troop-guarded route. The scene in the 
library of the Guildhall, where their royal 
Highnesses were received by, the Lord 
Mayor and the Corporation, was very pic- 
turesque. Levee dress, uniforms, or robes 
were worn by the majority of those pres- 
ent. 

The reception was made the occasion of 
a demonstration in favor of the Govern- 
ment and Mr. Chamberlain, the Colonial 
Secretary, and it also emphasized the loy- 
alty of the colonies and their devotion to 
the mother country. It was a purely Brit- 
ish affair, no foreign diplomats being in- 
vited, but the Englishmen present included 
a great many of the notabilities of the 
country. Seated in the vicinity of the 
Prince and Princess were Lord Salisbury, 
Lord Rosebery, the Duke of Devonshire, 
and Mr. Chamberlain. 

The Prince seized the opportunity to make 
a long speech on the relations between the 
mother land and the colonies, reviewing the 
experience of his tour and emphasizing 


the lessons to be learned from it. He re- 
ferred to each colony he had visited. 

Mr. Chamberlain was greeted with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm when he rose 
spond to Lord Rosebery’s toast to 
colonies, but neither he nor Lord Rose- 
bery sald anything of international impor- 
tance. 

Lord Salisbury alone referred to the topic 
of which every one is thinking, namely, 
British unpopularity abroad. He said: 

‘No doubt it is true just at this moment 
that we may have many enemies who are 
not very reticent in expressing their opin- 
fon. But, on the other hand, to-day’s cele- 
bration, which is largely due to the action 
and co-operation of their royal Highnesses,

THE ISTHMUS QUIET. 


Alban Conducts Diaz to Panama—Pur- 
suit of Liberals Still Going on 
in the Interior. 

COLON, Dec. 5.—Gen. Alban, wearing his 
uniform, and accompanied by a bodyguard 
of soldiers, left Panama yesterday morning 
to receive the surrender of the Liberal 
General, Domingo Diaz. The two met at 
Gorgona Station, on the railroad, and re- 
turned to Empire Station, where the peace 
papers were signed. 

Gen. Diaz, with about eighty followers, 
and accompanied by Gen. Alban, reached 


Panama at 6 o'clock in the evening. Gen. 
Alban conducted the Liberal leader, who 


still wore the Liberal emblem, a red ribbon, 
around his hat, to a carriage, and they 
were drawn to the former’s house. 

All here unite in agreeing that Alban is 
not only a brave General, but a gentleman 
as well. That part of the Conservative 
forces uhder him which was dispatched to 
Agua Dulce has not yet returned. It is 


surmised the expedition is in pursuit of the 
Liberal General, Victoriano Lorenzo, but 
there is absolutely no information as to 
whether these two forces have fought. 

It is rumored in Panama that 200 Liberals 
from Tumaco have landed in the Depart- 
ment of Panama to reinforce the command 
of Gen. Belisario Porras. The Government 
is in no way disturbed at this rumor. 


Since yesterday all trains have been run- | 


ning across the Isthmus without escorts of 
American marines.

A GREAT SPEECH AGAINST 
THE GERMAN TARIFF BILL. 


Herr Bebel, the Socialist Wagonmaker, 
Enthralls Even His Opponents—He 
Denounces the Landowners. 


BERLIN, Dec. 5.—The man who is de- 
clared to be the most insignificant looking 
in the Reichstag, Herr Bebel, broke the 
monotony of the House to-day and lifted 
the tariff debate to emotional levels. Herr 
Bebel often provoked his opponents, but 
sometimes he enthralled even them. The 
galleries followed his address breathlessly. 

The wagonmaker is diminutive in body 
and has a large head. Pulling at his point- 
ed chin whiskers, he took the tribune after 
the peasant farmer, Herr Nissen, and, as 
the representative of 2,800,000 voters, he 
lodged the Socialist protest against the 
“hunger duties,"" as he called the tariffs 
on grain. The man seemed to grow bodily 
as he warmed up to his work. He spoke, 
as always, with astonishing ease and rapid- 
ity. His tuneful voice, instead of growing 
hoarser as the speech was prolonged, grew 
more melodious. Herr Bebe! said, in part: 

“There are two nations in the German 
State—the plunderers and the plundered. 
The Imperial Chancellor, Count von Biilow, 
spoke for the former; I am speaking for 
the latter. Fifteen per cent. of the Ger- 
man people are engaged in agriculture, 
The Chancellor said the remaining 85 per 
cent. were engaged in other occupations 
and that 72 per cent. of these latter were 
industrialists, The proposition of the Gov- 
ernment is to lay a tax of between 600,- 
000,000 and 700,000,000 marks on food, in 
order to make more profitable the occupa- 
tion of 15 per cent. of the people. Only 
one-ninth of the grain is imported. 

“ Agriculture in Germany may be called 
prosperous. The late. Dr. von Miquel, in an 
official declaration three years ago, said 
German agriculture was prosperous. The 
Prussian Crown knows it is prosperous, 
because it is now investing 3,000,000 marks 
in new agricultural holdings. The reduc- 


tion of farm mortgage foreclosures in re- 
cent years shows that agricu)ture is better 
off than previously, and the value of land 
has increased during the last century. 





‘This bill is intended not for the better- 
ment of the farm laborer, but for .the bet- 
| terment of the landlord. If any landlord 


is not getting on well now it is because of 
large hunting parties, gambling, well-filled 
wine cellars, sons in crack cavalry regi- 
ments. and town houses in Berlin.’’ 

At this point in Herr Bebel's speech Graf 
von Kardorff, one of the greatest land 
owners in Germany, laughed jeeringly. 

* Yes,’ continued Herr Bebel, “that is 
the way with you fellows. You lay taxes 
upon the poor, and when it is prove& to 
you that they are unnecessary, you laugh. 
But the world's history rolls on over you 
regardlessly.”’ 

Later Graf von Arnim, another great 
Agrarian leader, scornfully§ interrupted 
Herr Bebel while the latter was relating 
a stOry about a Prussian schoolgirl who 
wanted to go to heaven because there was 
no hunger there. Upon this the Socialist 
members of the Reichstag rushed in a body 
toward the Conse rvative side of the Cham- 
ber shouting “ Order!’ Interruptions of all 
sorts were then made, showing the rising 


temper of the House. The President fre- 
quently rang his bell and called Herr Bebel 
and members of all political groups to 
order. Herr Bebel, when the disorder 
ceased, exclaimed: 

“This bill foments insurrection! The 


Chancellor aims to overturn social order: 
we shall do our utmost to send this bill 
to Hades, and we only regret we cannot 
send its authors and abettors there also.” 

Baron von Rheinbaben, the Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, assured Herr Bebel on 
behalf of the Government that if the So- 
cial Democrats stirred up rebellion they 
would reap a harvest of, broken heads. 
This was greeted with cheers on the Right 
and laughter on the Left. : 

Herr Mller, the Minister of Commerce, 
s@id he regarded the new tariff as an ef- 
fective weavon in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment to force to conclusion favorable 
commercial treaties. 

The Reichstag then adjourned.

THE MILLBURN CONDUIT 
MANY MONTHS BEHIND 


Brooklyn League Members Protest 
to Mayor Van Wyck. 


J. Hampden Dougherty Says the City 
Retains No Money to Cover Dam- 
ages Under Contractor’s 
Alleged Delay. 


Mayor Van Wyck gave a public hearing 
yesterday to a delegation of members ot 
the Brooklyn League. J. Hampden Dough- 
erty was the spokesman for the delegation. 
Mr. Dougherty called the Mayor's atten- 
tion to the alleged failure of the contractor 
to complete the work on the Miliburn con- 
duit, which was undertaken to increase 
the water supply of Brooklyn. It was 
explained that Contractor Masterson was 
to complete one portion of the work in four 
months, which period expired in June last. 
Mr. Dougherty then said: 

“ Notwithstanding this long and inex- 
cusable delay on the part of the contractor, 
a delay for which he has been severely 
censured by the engineer in charge of the 
work, the Deputy Commissioner of Water 
Supply, and by the Commissioner himself, 
no moneys have been retained by the city 
to cover the liquidated damages it has sus- 
tained. 


“Under another provision of the contract 
estimates are made monthly as to the 
work done, and the contractor has. been 
paid 90 per cent. of the amount accruing in 
accordance with these estimates, 10 per 
cent. being retained because the estimates 
are merely approximate. The amount ac- 
cruing to the contractor under these esti- 
mates for work done up to Oct. 16, 1901, 


was $358,908.84, of which 10 per cent., or 
$35,890, was retained from the contractor 
to be paid to him when the work is fully 
completed. 

“The liquidated damages accruing to the 
city up to Noy. 1, 206 days, were $51,500. 
Another month has elapsed and the liqui- 
dated damages to the present time amount 
to nearly $60,000. Not a dollar of these 
liquidated damages has been deducted 
from the moneys accruing to the contract- 
or. Although he has inexcusably and un- 
necessarily delayed the performance of the 
work, although he is over eight months 
behind upon the easterly branch of ‘the 
work, that which was to have been finished 
last April, he is regularly paid as though 
he were in no default whatsoever, and the 
contract is being violated against the city’s 
interest. 

‘** Not only is the work months, almost < 
year behind, but the money of the city is 
inexcusably being paid over to the con- 
tractor. 

“The contract, as my committee views it, 
requires the Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply to certify to the Controller the fact 
that liquidated damages have accrued in 
the city’s favor against Mr. Masterson. 

“We ask you to instruct the Commis- 
sioner of Water Supply that it is his duty 
in the .nterest of the city, in view of the 
grave and inexcusable delay in the work 
and of the explicit provisions of the con- 
tract, to do what he can to deduct and re- 
tain from the moneys accruing to the con- 
tractor the full amount of the liquidated 
damages to the present date. 

“In his future certificates to the Con- 
troller we ask that he be instructed to 
state what the liquidated damages are, and 
to advise that efore any further pay 
ments are made to the contractor th< 
amount of iiquidated damages to the date 
of pavment be fully deducted. This is but 
keeping the contract in good faith. We are 
satisfied that unless the stringent clause: 
of the contract are invoked, this great and 
most important public work will languish 
for months, even years.”’ 

Commissioner Dalton said that the city 
had already retained $32,890, and that the 
tae was bonded in the sum of R100,- 
JOO. 


Mayor Van Wyck instructed Commission- 


er Dalton and Deputy Commissioner Mof- 
fatt of Brooklyn to confer with Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whalen about the matter. 


TREETZE JURY DISAGREE. 


Staten Island Youth Accused of Killing 


His Sweetheart May Not Be 
Tried Again. 


Herman Treetze of Richmond Village, who 
was indicted for manslaughter in connec- 
tion with the death of his sixteen-year-old 


sweetheart, Ida Depuy, on a fishing sloop 


anchored in Great Kills Inlet last July, 
was tried yesterday in the Richmond Coun- 
ty Court, and the jury, which announced 
after three hours of discussion that it was 
hopelessly divided, was discharged. It is 
not likely that Treetze will be tried again. 

Treetze, who is nineteen years of age, and 


the girl had grown up together. A year 
ago he enlisted in the navy and deserted 
after four months. Last July his ‘father 
and the girl's father alike opposed the en- 
gagement of the two, and on July 22 they 
spent the afternoon and evening at Midland 
Beach, There their money became exhaust- 
ed so that they could go nowhere but 
home, and the girl refused to return. In 
their plight they went to the fishing and 
oyster sloop James K. Polk, belonging to 
the girl’s father. There they were found 
late on the night of July 31. Both were 
wounded and the girl's wounds proved 
fatal. 

Treetze's story was that while he was on 
deck for a smoke he heard a shot in the 
cabin, and going down found the girl ap- 
parently dead. Not knowing whether she 
had committed suicide or shot herself ac- 
cidentially, but Eating her dead, he shot 
himself three times. fis stery was un- 
shaken on cross-examination. 

The State tried to show that he entered 
into a pact with the girl to die together, 
and that he aifded her, furnishing the pistol 
on steadying her hand when she shot her- 
self. 


MRS. WUNDERLICH TO APPEAL, 


Was Fined $25 for Violating Sanitary 


Code in Brooklyn. 

The end is not yet between the Wunder- 
lichs and the McLaughlins, in Remsen 
Street, Brooklyn. Mrs. Lelia Wunderlich, 
Hugh McLaughlin’s next-door neighbor, in 


the Court of Special Sessions, Brooklyn, on 
Wednesday, was fined $25 for an alleged 
violation of the Sanitary Code in allowing 
one of her servants to dust rags on the 
roof of an extension of her house, to the 
alleged annoyance of her neighbors. 

Mrs. Wunderlich asserts that Hugh Mce- 
Laughlin inspired the proceedings against 
her. Yesterday it was announced that she 
would appeal from the fine, and would fight 
the matter out. 


Man Killed on the Elevated Road. 


While setting ties on the elevated railroad 
in Fifty-third Street, between Broadway 
and Seventh Avenue, yesterday morning, 
Alfred Clarke, twenty-three years old, a 
trackman boarding at 153 East Fifty-third 


Street, but whose home was in Vancouver, 
slipped on the ick structure as he was try- 
ing to get out of the way of a south-bound 
train drawn by Engine 214. He fell directly 
before the engine and was torn to pieces. 
William Donaldson of 265 West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-ninth Street, the driver 
of the locomotive, wes held to await the 
action of the Coroner, 


Des Moines Starch Plant Burned. 
DES MOINES, Iowa, Dec. 5.—Fire was 
discovered early to-night in the plant of 
the National Starch Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The Fire Department was sum- 
moned, but a lack of water prevented it 


from accomplishing much beyond keeping 
the flames from spreading to adjoining 
property. The plant was entirely destroyed, 
excepting the grain elevator and the en- 
gine house. The loss on building and con- 
tents is estimated at $200,000, and the 
amount of insurance is unknown. Several 
hundred employes, who were about to quit 
work for the day, escaped in safety. he 
plant belonged to the Starch Trust.

TO REPLACE BAY RIDGE TRAMS. 


Brooklyn Rapid Transit Officers Yield 
to Residents’ Demands for the 


Old Service. 

The offices of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, in Montague Street, were in- 
vaded yesterday by about 100 residents of 
the Bay Ridge and Fort Hamilton dis- 
tricts, who demanded that the old train 
service on the Fifth Avenue Elevated Rail- 
road, between Thirty-sixth and Sixty-fifth 
Streets, be restored. 

The delegation threatened that if the de- 
mand was not granted the matter would 
be taken to the courts and also before the 
State Railroad Commission. After several 
hours of wrangling it was agreed by Gen- 
eral Manager Brackenridge, for the com- 
pany, that the old service should be re- 
stored. At present there is only a shuttle 
train service between Thirty-sixth Street 
and Sixty-fifth Street, with a headway 
of fifteen minutes. The old arrangement, 
which is to be restored, gave the residents 
of Bay Ridge and Fort Hamilton a service 
of trains of four minutes’ peonwer during 
the busy hours and seven minutes’ headway 
during the other hours of the day. 

In return for the restoration of the old 
service the company secured from the resi- 
dents a promise to send a committee to sup- 

ort the proposition to connect the East 

iver bridges with a loop in Manhattan, 
a hearing on which matter is to be held in 
the Mayor's office this morning. 


DEATH SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


Murdered Man’s Grave Robbed and His 
Skull Submitted to Surgeons 
to Prove Defense. 


Gov. Toole of Montana has commuted the 
death sentence imposed on Milton O. How- 
ell to imprisonment for life. The facts 
leading up to this act, according to the 
statements made by a lawyer from Butte, 
now at the Waldorf-Astoria, make an in- 
teresting story. 

Howell lived in Fergus County, of which 
Lewistownis the county seat. Hehad trouble 
with Thomas Rozling, and killed him. On 
the trial the prosecution insisted that How- 
ell shot his victim from behind, but the 

risoner and his counsel insisted that the 

illing was done in self-defense, and that 

Howell faced Rozling when he fired* the 
fatal shots, Owing to the remoteness of 
Lewistown from the railroad, it was diffi- 
cult to secure expert surgical testimony. 
Howell was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged. 

A short time ago it was discovered that 
Rozling’s grave had been despoiled, and 
one of the Fergus County papers charged 
that friends of Howell had instigated or 
committed the grave robbery. Next it was 
learned that ozling’s head had been 
boiled, scraped, and oOlished, and sub- 
mitted to four reputable surgeons, at dif- 
ferent points, for examination to deter- 
mine how the wounds were inflicted. All of 
the doctors decided that both bullets were 
fired by some one in front of the victim. 
This evidence was arranged and submitted 
to Gov. Toole, who granted a reprieve 
pending an investigation, and at the con- 
clusion of the latter commuted the death 
penalty. . 


SENATOR SEWELL NO BETTER. 


Stay at Ashville, N. C., Did Not Improve 


His Health. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., Dec. 5.—Senator W. 
J. Sewall of New Jersey, ho has been in 
Asheville for several months on account of 
ill-health, will leave for home to-morrow.

HORACE MANN SCHOOL 
BUILDING DEDICATED 


Given to Teachers College by Mr. 
and Mrs. V. Emerett Macy. 


It Is a Memorial to Mr. Macy’s Mother, 
the First Person to Give the Col- 
lege a House—The Exercises. 


In total darkness, due to a shifting belt 
in the dynamo room, Acting President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia Uni- 
versity, addressed yesterday the patrons 
and friends of the University and Teachers 
College, who gathered in the auditorium 
of the new Horace Mann School Building 
to take part in its dedication exercises. 

The entire hall was in absolute darkness 
for about five minutes. President Butler 
was talking at the time the lights were 
extinguished. He paused an instant, and, 
as the lights did not immediately flare up, 
he continued to talk to the listeners he 
could not see and who could not see him. 

Four o’clock in the afternoon was the 
time set for the dedication of the new 
school building, which is the gift to the 
Teachers College of Mr. and Mrs. V. 
Emerett Macy. Mr. Macy is one of the 
trustees of the college, and his mother, 
Mrs. Josiah Macy, was the first person 
to give the college a building. She erected 
the Macy Manual Arts Building, and the 
new edifice is a memorial to her memory 
erected by her son. 

Spencer Trask, Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, presided. On the platform 
with him were the other Trustees, Messrs. 
William M. Sloane, V. Emerett Macy, New- 
bold Morris, James Speyer, Misses Grace 
H. Dodge, and Annie B, Jennings, Bishop 
Potter, resident Butler, ex-President 
Daniel Coit Gilman of Johns Hopkins, John 
Graham Brooks of Boston, Dean James E. 
Russell, and the members of the faculty 
of Columbia and the Teachers’ College. 

Chairman Trask, opening the exercises, 
referred to the advantage and achieve- 
ments of schools of manual training, and 
paid a high tribute to the generosity of 
donors of buildings and sites for educa- 
tlonal purposes. Mr. Brooks spoke along 
the same lines, and then Mr. Trask intro- 
duced Bishop Potter. 

The Bishop said that the dedication and 
consecration of the new school building 
must really be accomplished by those who 
labored within its walls. He characterized 
it as the finest type of school, and invoked 
a blessing on its work, its teachers, and 
the purpose for which it was established. 

Ex-President Gilman declared that he 
Was more than pleased with the municipal 
progress of the borough of Manhattan 
during the past year. Not only, said he, 
had the city witnessed a triumph of polit- 
ical reform, but the people had selected 
for their Mayor a great leader in educa- 


tional circles. He declared that the very 
walls of the school building spoke the 
great future of schools. President Butler, 
who was the first President of tlie 
Teachers College, was then introduced. 
He declared that the new Horace Munn 
School accomplished the complete eyuip- 
ment of the University.” 

“For the first time in the history of 
universities,” he continued, “‘ the child may 
enter the kindergarten here, and remain, 
ed after year, until he has reached the 
nighest honors of the University—’’ 

he lights went out at this juncture. 

**T am not afraid to talk in the dark,” 
came the voice of the Acting President, 
through the darkness. He recalled the dis- 
cussion that arose when three names were 
considered for the new school. The name 
of an idealist was desired. That of George 
Berkeley, Bishop of Cloyne, was considered, 
but Horace Mann’s was finally decided 
upon. The choice was arrived at on ac- 
count of the relation of Mann’s work to 
that which the school was doing. Just at 
this moment there was light again, and 
President Butler briefly brought’ the 
exercises to a close, 

The new building was built at a cost of 
about $500,000. It is a model school, in 
which the teachers are shown how the 
work of teaching is done. James Speyer 
has given a building for an experimental 
school, which is now in course of erection. 
George Vanderbilt and Mr. Rockefeller con- 
tributed to the fund of $150,000, with which 
the site for the new building dedicated 
yesterday was bought. 


WANT A BROOKLYN MAN. 
William Berri Said to ke Choice of Kings 


County Republicans for Bridge 


Commissioner. 

The Kings County Republican organiza- 
tion, it was stated yesterday, has decided 
to protest against the selection of any but 
a Brooklyn man as Commissioner of 
Bridges under Mayor Low. Brooklyn Re- 
publicans believe that Mr. Low should 
follow the precedent of selecting Brook- 
lyn men for the office. William Berri, who 
was a Bridge Trustee prior to consoli- 
dation, is understood to be the choice of 
Brooklyn Republicans for the Commission- 
ership. Brooklynites appear to believe that 
the bridge should be regarded as partic- 
ularly the property of that borough, and 
that it should be managed, therefore, by 
a Brooklyn man. . 

The advocates of the appointment of a 
Broklyn man, it was said yesterday, are 
making efforts to prevent the selection of 
Gustay Lindenthal, who has been most 
prominently mentioned as the new Bridge 
Commissioner. These people declare that 
Mr. Lindenthal is not a resident of this

| HALLENBECK’S STRONG BOX 


Value of its Contents Found to be 
Not Over $20,000. 


Parr, the Late “ Honest Gambler’s ” Sec- 
retary, Makes an Inventory—Four- 
teen Bills of $1,000 Each Listed. 


Benjamin Steinhardt, counsel for Mrs. 


Hallenbeck, widow of Alfred Hallenbeck, 
who for many years was known as the 
“honest gambler,’’ examined Owen G. 
Parr, who had been Mr. Hallenbeck's sec- 
retary and in whose name he held a strong 
box in the vaults of the Fifth Avenue Safe 
Deposit Company, before Justice Beach, in 
the Supreme Court, yesterday, as to the 
nature of the contents of‘the box. 

The box was opened on Tuesday by Parr 
in the presence of Mr. Steinhardt and Mrs. 
Hallenbeck, and Parr made an inventory 
of What it contained. Mr. Steinhardt said 
then that the contents were worth $150,000. 
After the examination of Parr yesterday, 
however, it was seen that what Mr. Hallen- 
beck had left in the strong box could not 
be estimated at more than $20,000. 

According to Parr’s testimony, the con- 
tents were as follows: Fourteen one-thou- 
sand-dollar bills, two gold watches and 
chains, seven bracelets, one gold necklace, 
one gold knife, two chains, two rings, one 
gold pen, one pocketbook containing odd 
pieces of jewelry set with smali diamonds 
and other gems, two certificates of 500 
shares each of the Casa Grande Improve- 
ment Company, and twenty-four certifi- 
cates of stock of the Gogebic Development 
Company. The par value of the stock is 
more than $100,000, but, according to Parr 
and his lawyers, it is so much waste paper. 

Parr claims that the contents of the box 
are his on the ground that Mr. Hallenbeck 
had taken it in’ his name, and, therefore, 
given it to him. He admitted that he knew 
nothing of what it contained until it was 
opened. Mr. Steinhardt asked him if he 
had ever given anything to Mr. Hallenbeck 
to place in the box for him. He said that 
he had not. He said that he had only had 
the keys to the box for a few days, and 
then put them in Mr. Hallenbeck’'s safe. He 
did not know the combination of the safe. 
After Mr. Hallenbeck’s death, Parr said, he 
learned that Mrs. Hallenbeck had the keys 
and intended to keep them.

NEBRASKA'S PRAIRIE VOLCANO. 


The lonia Again in a State of Eruption 
After Many Years. 
Special to The New York Times, 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 5.—Nebraska’s 
prairie “volcano” is again in a state of 
eruption, after resting quietly since 1879. 
This very peculiar freak of nature was seen 
first by white men when Lewis and Clark 
made their famous trip across the Contl- 
nent in the early part of the nineteenth 


century. But even then the Indians said 


that the voleano had been known for many 
years, 

The chief peculiarity of this volcano, 
which has been named Ionia, its that there 
is neither mountain nor crater connected 
with it. It is merely a portion of the 
bluff of the Missouri River a few miles 
south of Omaha. Ever since the West was 
settled by whites these bluffs have been 
hot, and the heat extends down the sides 
to the water’s edge. In fact, the heat is 
so intense that ice never forms near the 
bluff side at this point. In 1878 the heat 
coming from the fissures in the bluffs was 
so intense that it caused a large bank of 
rock to crumble off and fall into the river. 

The year following smoke and sheets of 
flame issued from the crevices in the 
bluffs, and the same thing has happened 
this Fall and Winter, twenty-two years 
later. In the meantime nothing marked the 
prairie volcano except the heat which was 
very perceptible at all times of the year. 

Many have been the theories as to the 
cause of this phenomenon, but none has 
satisfactorily explained it. The generally 
accepted belief, hagvever, is that chemical 
combustion down deep in the rocky recesses 
of the bluffs causes the commotion. The 
rock foundation of the bluff is carbonate 
of lime, mingled with crystal of bisulphate 
or iron. This formation, and the coal still 
further underneath, coming in contact, is 
probably what caused the eruption of 1879 
and 1901.

1,000 SOLDIERS START 


FOR THE PHILIPPINES 


The Transport Crook Sails with 
Her Big Company. 








Mothers, Wives, and Sweethearts at the 
Army Pier to Bid Farewells—The 
“ Mascots” of the Troops. 





A large number of soldiers’ wives, sweet- 
hearts, and friends filled thé Army Pier on 
the East River yesterday afternoon, watch- 
ing the United States transport Crook slide 
out into the stream to start for Manila by 
way of the Mediterranean with over & 
thousand troops on board. 

The contingent, bound for service in the 
Philippines, comprised the Third Battalion 
of the Twenty-seventh Infantry, consisting 
of 10 officers and 358 men; the Second 
Squadron of the Eleventh Cavalry, con- 
sisting of 11 officers and 3841 men; a de- 
tachment of 40 men from the Hospital 
Corps, and about 340 recruits from Fort 
Slocum, 

The battalion of infantry was the first 
to arrive at the pier, having come from 
the Plattsburg Barracks. With Company 
M marched “Mascot,” the pet of the 
company, a great St. Bernard dog, which 
was given to the men when a puppy and 
has grown up in the company messroom. 
When mess call comes “ Mascot” always 
comes to attention as quickly as any of 
his hungry comrades. Since ‘‘ Mascot”’ 
enlisted he has not missed a single meal. 
Bets were laid at even money that he 
would not get seasick on the long jour- 
ney, the ship stopping at Malta, Port Said, 
Aden, Colombo, and Singapore on the way 
to Manila. 

The recruits from Fort Slocum were 
broug!t to the Crook in small army trans- 
ports, but it was not until after 8 o'clock 
that the cavalry squadron arrived on board 


‘a Norwich Line steamboat from New Lon- 


don. During the long wait only a few of 
the friends of the soldiers got through the 
line, and extraordinary devices were tried 
by some of the crowd to get by the Cor- 
poral on guard. 

One woman carrying a box said that she 
wanted to see her boy, but did not know 
under what name he enlisted. The officer 
was about to pass her when she dropped 
her box. The cover fell off and the box 
was seen to be destitute of the good things 
she said she had brought. 

A small boy spent the greater part of a 
half hour crawling along the narrow ledge 
outside of the pier shed in an effort to get 
aboard the transport, but when he reached 
the gangway he was unceremoniously hus- 
tled to the street, and his dream of going 
to the Philippines was quickly ended. 

On board the transport Capt. Bonesteel 


said he had found no trace of two “ mill- 
ionaire boys’’ from Manila among his men, 


although he had received many curious in- 
quiries about them, One of the officers 
said that no doubt milllonaires would be 
useful before the campaign was over. Many 
affecting farewells were prolonged while 
the arrival of the cavalrymen was awaited, 
but the troops were not the only object of 
interest. 

Forward among the sailors was John 
Bingham, who recently got to New York 
by way of Panama from Dawson City, and 
wore upon his hand a ring of the gold he 
had mined. Tired of digging gold, he made 
his way here on merchantmen, and took 
his first chance to sail on the Crook. 

‘But, by George,’’ he said, ‘bad as I 
wanted to get away from Alaska, I'll be 
back there again. ’Tain’t likely I'll stay 
in Manila port long after the first chance 
to ship to Frisco, and then I guess I'll 
find my way to Dawson City again. You 
see, this gold business gets hold of a fel- 
low, and it comes back again like a fever.” 

Among the officers on board was First 
Lieut. Longan of the. Eleventh Infantry, 
who was Adjutant at Governors Island up 
to a few weeks ago, and goes now to join 
his regiment in the Philippines. 

The bulk of the cargo of the Crook con- 
sisted of supplies for the army in the Phil- 
ippnes and Sulu Islands, but she also car- 
ried many belated Christmas presents of 
indigestibles as well as useful things to 
nonmeee scattered among the Philippine Isl- 
ands. 

A little after 3 &’clock the cavalry squad- 
ron arrived and boarded the. transport in 
heavy marching order. Part of the equip- 
ment of Troop H consisted of * Yank,” a 
handsome black spaniel, given to the troop- 
ers at Fort Ethan Allen, Vermont. As the 
last good-byes to the cavalrymen were said 
by their friends, an infantryman of the 
company which used to own ‘“ Yank” 
hugged the little spaniel, evidently dislik- 
ing to see the dog start for the Far East. 


CLUE LED TO DISSECTING ROOM 


Missing Brooklyn’ Inventor’s Body 
Traced by His Son to Columbia 
College Medical Department. 
About six months ago Robert B. F. 
Walsh, an armor-plate expert, Hving in 
Brooklyn, mysteriously disappeared. Rela- 
tives have searched for him in vain until 
yesterday afternoon, when his son struck a 
clue which led to the dissecting room of 
Columbia College, and there was found 

what remains of the lost man. 

Walsh had not been seen by his friends 
since July 14, when he was thought to have 
started for West Point, where he was en- 
gaged in some armor plate tests. The same 
day a man in an epileptic condition was 
found in the ferry house of the West Shore 
Railroad, at the foot of West Forty-second 
Street. He was taken to Roosevelt Hospi- 
tal, where he told Dr. Geyer that he was 
Robert B. F. Walsh and lived at 32 Hudson 
Avenue, Brooklyn. He was then transferred 
to Bellevue Hospital and treated for alco- 
holism. Later, however, the diagnosis was 
changed, and he was put in a medical 
ward, where he died on July 21 of lobar 
pneumonia. 

No response was made to a notice sent 
to 32 Hudson Avenue, Brooklyn, nor was 
it returned. The body remained nine days 
in the Morgue and was then delivered to 
Columbia College for dissection. The law 
provides that bodies remaining in the 
Morgue forty-eight hours unclaimed shall 
be considered anatomatical material and 


subject to the demands of medical schools 
for specimens. John W. Keller, Commis- 
sioner of Public Charities, said yesterday, 
that in the present case everything had 
been regular as far as the authorities were 
concerned, and the relatives of the dead 
man could have found out about him at 
any time by inquiring at the hospital or 


at the Morgue. 

Relatives of Walsh ay they have 
searched for him constantly since he dis- 
appeared, but found no trace of him. Yes- 
terday one of his sons on the Morgue rec- 
ord discovered the name of Robert L. B. 
Walsh, after the date of July 21, 1901. Con- 
tinuing his search, youn alsh went to 
the office of the Commissioner of Charities, 
where are kept the unclaimed effects of 

ersons sent to the Morgue, and recognized

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THE NEW CANAL TREATY. 


The amended and revised Hay-Paunce- 
fote ‘treaty is a very simple instrument. 
It reads like a convention negotiated for 
the purpose of facilitating the construc- 
tion not of a military but of a 
waterway intended primarily for peace- 
ful commerce. For that reason it will 
commend itself to the approval of men 
of sense. 

It in terms supersedes the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, which has long obstructed 
the Isthmian canal project, and would 
have been got out of the way years ago 
had England better understood her high 
commercial interests or we been better 
schooled in international good manners. 

We are to construct, pay for, own, con- 
trol, Manage, and guard the canal. We 
may maintain a sufficient military police. 
The prohibition of fortifications con- 
tained in the original treaty is wanting, 
but there is no express permission for 
their erection. By the familiar rules of 
judicial interpretation they would be as 
completely prohibited in the new as in the 
old treaty. The right to 
military police is specified; 
fied right to erect fortifications cannot 
be inferred. 

The neutrality specifications are hazy 
and incomplete—so drawn purposely to 
meet the views of the United States Sen- 
“The canal shall be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules 
terms of entire equality,” says Rule 1.

The Isthmian Canal Commission ap- 
pears to have considered with impartial 
candor the respective advantages of the 
Panama and Nicaragua routes, and the 
grounds upon which it recommends the 
selection of the latter are sufficient and 
convincing. The Nicaragua Canal will 
have a length of 183.66 miles, while the 
Panama route is only 49.09 miles. The

$63,510,796 in favor of the Nicaragua 
route. 

The facts submitted and the recom- 
mendations made by the commission will 
probably be accepted as decisive by Con- 
gress. There have been rumors of a 
“Panama lobby,” which is said to have 
sought to obstruct Congressional action 
favorable to the Nicaraguan route in the 
interests of the French owners of the 
Panama Company’s uncompleted canal, 
who have for some time been trying to 
Sell out to the United States. It would 
seem probable that our Government will 
now decline to give further consideration 
to the Panama project.

The plan suggested by Mr. GaGE has 
for its aim to dispose of the Government 
notes on the one hand and on the other 
hand to provide a means of increasing 
the bank issues when required by the 
legitimate needs of business with entire 
safety to the holders and with advantage 
to the community. He proposes to per- 
mit each National bank to issue notes 
to an amount equal to its paid in and 
unimpaired capital, on condition that 
it shall deposit 30 per cent. of its capital 
with the Treasury in United States bonds 
at par and 20 per cent. of its capital in 
legal tender notes, and shall contribute 
one-eighth of 1 per cent. on its capital 
semi-annually to a “ guaranty fund,’’ to 
be kept by the Treasury. 

Mr. GAGE estimates that under this 
plan the capital of the National banks 
would within a few years increase from 
$663,000,000 to $1,000,000,000° by capi- 
talizing the greater part of the $430,000,- 
000 of surplus and undivided earnings 
now in their possession. On the basis of 
this estimate he calculates that the 20 
per cent. of legal tenders to be deposited 
for circulation would be $200,000,000, 
leaving less than the amount of legal 
tenders now covered by the special gold 
reserve, and practically converting all 
outstanding legal tenders into gold cer- 
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tificates. This is, as we have said, the 
disposition he contemplates in his plan 
for the United States notes. The flexible 
portion of the paper currency would then 
consist of the bank notes. That these 
would be entirely safe under the con- 
ditions imposed he shows by the fact 
that had this system prevailed since the 
foundation of the National banks not 
only would all note holders have received 
every cent of the face value of the notes, 
but the guaranty fund would have some 
$27,000,000 to its credit. 

There are many advantages in this 
plan. Of that there can be no doubt. 
The greatest are the disposal of the legal 
tenders, the greater flexibility of the 
bank issues, and the release of the Gov- 
ernment from its present arbitrary and 
often embarrassing relation to the sup- 
ply of currency. Whether it is the best 
plan is a matter for discussion. It has 
the merit of facing the future with cour- 
age and with intelligence.

RECOVERING DAMAGES AGAINST 
WORKMEN. 


The principle laid down in the Taaff 
Vale, Belfast Butcher, and other cases 
involving demands for damages against 
trades unions for injury inflicted upon 
employers, seems to have been embodied 
into the jurisprudence of the United 
Kingdom, The latest case of record is in- 
structive as involving the question of in- 
dividua] liability for injurious concerted 
action. Recently the trustees of the es- 
tate of the Marquis of BUTE prosecuted 
fifteen miners employed in the Tower 
Colliery, for absenting themselves from 


work on three separate occasions, asking 
pecuniary damages for the loss resulting 
from the necessary suspension of work 
in the pit. The contention of the prose- 
cution was that the men had no right col- 
lectively to absent themselves without 
giving the legal month’s notice, and that 
in consequence of such action the plaint- 
put for 


iffs were to considerable loss, 


which they demanded compensation. On | 
| asylum 


| there were neither quarters nor means for 


behalf of the defense the essential facts 
of the allegation were not disputed, but 
the contention was set up that as the 
owners of the colliery were under no con- 
tractual obligation to provide continu- 
ous employment the miners were under 
no obligation to work continuously.

It 
seems there was some sort of a dispute 
pending, growing out of agreements al- 
leged to have existed between the men 
and the late Marquis of Burr, claimed by 
the prosecution to have expired by lim- 
itation with his death and neither recog- 
nized nor renewed by his successors, the 
trustees. Hence the agreement among 
them to stop work on ‘certain days which 
they contended should have belonged to 
them as holidays, thus constituting a 
conspiracy. From this point of view the 
decision does not seem unfair.

If it be 
of wood, or so far as it is of wood, we 
are certainly not on that account at a 
disadvantage compared with European 
builders.

We are not 
only not importing, but we are largely 
exporting such refined and complicated 
manufactures of steel as bridges and 
locomotives, in competition with all the 
world.

cian and the alienist can appreciate as no 
one else can, It is time to take the whole 
subject out of politics and private ambi- 
tions, and it is hoped that the publie in- 
terested in it will see that this is effected.” 
Much was expected from the Pathological 
Institute, and though we have had occasion 
to differ with Prof. HysLop in the past, he 
is speaking of what he knows in this mat- 
ter, and his charges deserve attention, 


A brief cable dispatch from the Auck- 
land Islands announces that the officers 
sent to Samoa to investigate the charges 
of misconduct recently made against our 
Naval Governor at Tutuila, Capt. B. F. 
TILLEY, have completely exonerated him. 
This is pleasant news, for not only has 
Capt. TILLBYy, who entered the navy in 1863, 
made an excellent record as a naval offi- 
cer, but until this trouble arose nothing 
except enthusiastic commendation of his 
course in Samoa had been heard. His po- 
sition there was both difficult and delicate, 
and, with many and conflicting interests 
and more than one nationality to deal with, 
it is no wonder that he did not succeed 
in harmonizing them all and pleasing 
everybody. According to present infor- 
mation, when the court of inquiry met 
it found nothing to do, since no evidence 
to sustain the accusations was offered. 
An exoneration was the inevitable conse- 
quence, but though the conclusion was sat- 
isfactory, the manner of reaching that 
conclusion leaves something to be desired.

TILLEY is all right, but so are his accusers, 
and that is not as it ought to be, if 
as one can with safety, though with some- 
thing less than certainty, assume that 
they presented no evidence because they 
had none to present. The Captain’s ene- 
mies, it appears, were the missionaries, 
who are, alas, the natural enemies of the 
civilian, military, and naval Governors in 
all such places. Now, missionaries, with 
all due respect, are sometimes just a bit 
queer and impracticable in regard to the 
behavior of ‘ natives” and the proper 
treatment and control of them. They 
have said that Capt. Tituey, who got 
along very well with the natives, and who 
at least abstained from quarreling with 
his German neighbors, is a bad man. Why 
didn’t they at least try to prove it? Is 
the Peking episode to be duplicated, and 
is nothing to happen to people who make 
foul charges against American officers in 
mere gayety of heart? 


——Readiness to fight duels, and the sort 
of ability required for fighting them suc- 
cessfully, are not qualities well calculated 
to win admiration nowadays from civi- 
lized human beings, but that they can 
sometimes do this, or something very 
much like it, even now, is made clear by 
the fact that the news that Queen WIL- 
HELMINA’s husband has just engaged in 
two duels, and wounded his antagonist in 
each, certainly produces a change for the 
better in one’s estimation of that young 
man’s character. It does this in a very 
curious way—not, of course, by changing 
one’s ideas of duels and duelists, as such, 
in the slightest degree, but by showing 
that Prince Henry cannot be a ruffian of 
precisely the kind indicated by the recent 
rumors about him. We must, to be explicit, 
conclude that he has not been insulting and 
maltreating his young wife simply because 
she is a woman, and therefore unable to 
make her resentment physically dangerous 
to its object. Hitherto there was nothing 
to disprove or weaken that theory, and the 
circumstance that Prince Henry had vol- 
untarily invited the inevitable and in- 
numerable humiliations of such a marriage 
as his tended strongly to support it. His 
dueling exploits, however, seem to prove, 
or at least to hint, that though his lack of 
self-respect did not prevent him from en- 
tering marital relations that condemned 
him to a domestic inferiority which even 
the dullest peasant would find unendura- 
ble, he has to an undetermined but appre- 
cilable extent the animal courage in which 
he might naturally be supposed to be en- 
tirely lacking. He can, we now learn, quar- 
rel with men as well as women, and cannot 
only face, but overcome, antagonists as 
strong and as well armed as himself. This 
revelation, we contend, gives one a new 
and better opinion of Prince Henry. The 
duelist is a saveage, but he is not a degen- 
erate, and he possesses a form of courage 
which is none the less real because it is 
low. To beat women and fight men is 
pretty bad, but it is not so bad as to beat 
women and not fight men.

ANSONIA’S MAYOR PUTS | 
LABOR IN AUTHORITY 


Union Men the Majority in Stephen 
Charters’s Cabinet. 


THE REST THEIR SUPPORTERS 


Mayor Charters, a Carpenter, Will Work 
While He Governs—His Indictment 
for Conspiracy in a Strike—Fu- 
sion Placed Him in Power. 


All New England is excited over the ac- 
tions of Mayor Stephen Charters of An- 
sonia, Conn. He professes that he is any- 
thing other than a revolutionist, and states 
that his modest home in Church Street has 
always flown the American flag on holi- 
days and made it conspicuous, particularly 
on St. Patrick’s Day, by a contrast of 
colors where the red, white, and blue float- 
ed side by side with the green flag and the 
golden harp. 

Mayor Charters has excited the munici- 
palities of New England by appointing to 
office those who with him are known as 
trades union men. The few exceptions are 
those of men who have been the supporters 
of the unions in their struggles with their 
employers, including an Episcopalian cler- 
gyman, who has always sided with the 
unions. 

The Mayor’s latest announcement that*he 
would fill the remaining positions with 
laboring men, and that his administration 
was to be judged by their work, came as a 
surprise to those who had believed he would 
prove more conservative in his final ap- 
pointments than he had been in his first 
selections. 

The Mayor of busy Ansonia, a carpenter, 
Spent yesterday, as he has done all the 
days since he could labor, with saw and 
hammer and plane and chisel, at work on 
a frame house, and he says that he will 
continue to earn his living, while Mayor, 
as a carpenter. In the evenings ke will 
transact his official business. 

The Mayor is a little man. He stands 
about 5 feet 4 inches in height. His shoul- 
ders are very broad, and his chest deep. 
His eyes are gray, his chin is broad. There 
is an aggressiveness !n his manner as if 
ready to fight for the fun of fighting, but he 
has the head of a thinker. His laugh its 
hearty. His clethes fit him. 

Mayor Charters is under bond to answer 
for an indictment for conspiracy in connec- 
tion with the bitter labor war of last Sum- 
mer, when there was a strike at the Farrell 
Foundry and Machine Company’s works. 
He is to appear before the Superior Court 
at Hartford on Jan. 9, and is quite confi- 
dent that he can prove himself innocent of 
the twelve charges against him. That he 
assaulted non-union laborers or was guil- 
ty of intimidation as alleged in the six 
counts against him, seems to him more 
amusing than a serious charge. 


MAYOR CHARTERS’S IDEA. 


The Mayor of Ansonia makes no claim of 
collegiate education, and occasionally in 
talking says, ‘‘I done’’ when he means to 
say, ‘I did,”’ but, according to the majority 
of his fellow-townsmen, he has done much 


and wiil do more. He said yesterday to a 
reporter of THE NEW YorK TIMEs: 

“Any one who says that I mean to stir 
up class distinctions, in the sense of mak- 
laboring man distrustful’ of the 
man who employs him and uses him right- 
ly, is mistaken, or worse. My idea is this: 
We have been ruled by a ring for the last 
twenty years; and now, under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, where every man 
is declared to be born free and equal, like 
his brother, we mean to share in the rul- 
ing. 

“When I say ‘ring’ I do not mean the 
word in the way it is used in New York and 
Washington. There has been no dishonesty 
as to the city moneys, nor corruption of 
that sort, but there has been a disregard 
often of what the man who works with his 
hands thinks and believes should be done. 
I have nothing but good-will for my prede- 
cessors, under whom I served as Alderman 
for eight years, and it is but Just to myself 
to say that the Aldermen receive no sal- 
aries. 

‘What I mean to do is revolutionary in 
this only: I believe that there is no danger 
in the experiment of forming the city ad- 
ministration out of those who have done 
little po§$tically other than to vote for Gov- 
ernors, Trom the people who employ. In 
so far as is practical and possible, I shall 
select union men for the executive posi- 
tions. Of course, we will make mistakes, 
just as our predecessors did, but we are 
going to do the very best we can. We are 
going to be honest, economical, a work- 
ing, fair to everybody and to ourselves. 

“T have several innovations in mind—one, 
I fear, impossible, for it might bankrupt 
the city. 1 wish that our electric lighting 
and water supply could be furnished to the 

city by the municipality, but these are legal 
and bonded concerns, and it would proba- 
bly cost more to buy them at the figures 
those who know they have a good thing in 
the bonds and stocks would ask than the 
city could pay for in years. But there are 
other reforms. 

‘There are to be no secret conmenenane 
of the municipal authorities, and every 
meeting is to be held with the doors open 
to all who may wish to enter. The work 
is to be done publicly and above board. 
We are to work as business men for ss 
city, and every quarter I will submit 
statement of all departments with eve ry 
detail of expenditure, so that the poegg 
will know where they stand and where 
stand. 

“Tt is a very great opportunity. know 
that the laboring men all over the coun 
are watching us with interest, and that 
our failure would be a stab in the back 
to organized labor, and our victory prac- 
tically a National triumph for the better- 
ment of the condition of the laboring 
classes. 

‘Any one of your wards in New York 
would populate our little city, and the 
experiment here may be of benefit, and 

Sollee will be to your wards. was 
elected on a Fusion ticket, just m. Seth 
Low was, and under the Charter [ must 
be bi-partisan in my appointments. This 
I have been, and will be through appoint- 
ing men from the two great parties, who 
are working men. We want labor to be 
responsible for this government for two 
years, just to show what labor in authurity 
can do. 

‘* My enemies allege that I have appointed 
only those who voted for me. Are the 
Democrats who voted for Low, or the Re- 
publicans who voted for Jerome, any less 
Democrats or Republicans because they 
disregarded parties in the munic ipal elec- 
tion? No, Sir. That is hair-splitting. 

“JT am not bothered by the excise ques- 
tion, as the Fusion officials in New York 
are. Our saloons close at the legal hour 
and are shut on Sunday. Those of our for- 
eign population who must have beer on 
lay in their stock Saturday, and 
excise question does not figure here. 
We are not bothered with the other ques- 
tions of morals that affect a great city. 
Everybody knows everybody else here, and 
the moral issue is with every man as a 
man. That ts all there is to it, and it is 
not a municipal question.

President-Elect of the Borough of Man- 
hattan Jacob A. Cantor announced yester- 
day in positive terms that the asphalt mo- 
nopoly in city paving contracts would be 
broken under his administration. 

““T am very glad,” said Mr. Cantor, 
“that the asphalt contracts have been held 
up by the present administration and left 
for me to settle. The asphalt trust, if there 
be one, has got to go. If necessary to ac- 

I 

complish this other material will be used 
for paving in New York. My idea Its that 
the best way to break the monopoly which 
seems to have existed would be to draw up 
specifications for asphalt paving: which 
would permit of the widest competition, 
While there has been a great deal of com- 
plaint about our asphalt streets—the con< 
tention being, made on the one hand that 
in Summer asphalt is too soft for heavy 
trucks and in Winter easily becomes cov- 
ered with ice and is therefore dangerous 
to horses—my own idea about it is that as- 
phalt has proved about as satisfactory a 
paving as any we have had. But I want to 
say positively that under my administra- 
tion of the borough New York must get 
asphalt at reasonable rates or its use will 
be discontinued.”’ 

As soon as the division of school dis- 
tricts has been made under the provisions 
of the new charter Mr. Cantor will have 
the appointment of 110 School Inspectors. 
There are to be twenty-two school dis- 
tricts, and there will be five Inspectors for 
each district. These Inspectors will form 
the local school board. Mr. Cantor said 
yesterday that he would take great care in 
selecting these Inspectors. 

“I received an application for School In- 
spector from one man,” said Mr. Cantor, 
*‘ who informed me that he could furnish 
me with the indorsement of all the leading 
politicians in his district. That is just the 
kind of a man I am inclined to think Lt 
don’t want. I intend to keep these places 
absolutely free from any suggestion of poli- 
tics. While there is no salary attached to 
the office of School Inspector under the 
new charter, the position is one of honor 
and responsibility, and I will try to select 
persons for the place who will have only 
the best interests of the schools at heart 
and who will have the intelligence to ad- 
vance those interests. { have received a 
number of letters asking me to give some 
of these places to women, and I have de- 
cided to do so. I have not yet determined, 
however, the proportion of women to men 
l om to appoint. 

Mr. Cantor yesterday sent a letter to the 
Fine age Federation of New York asking 
the federation’s co-operation in solving the 
problem of street signs. The Fine Arts 
Federation empowered under the new 
charter to submit three sets of names—six 
names in each set—to the Mayor, from 
which the Mayor is to choose the Municipal 

rt Commission of six members. It is pro- 
vided in the charter that in each set of six 
names submitted there must be one paint- 
er, one sculptor, and one architect. On 
account of the semi-official relation to the 
city which the Fine Arts Federation holds 
by virtue of this provision, Mr. Cantor says 
he felt warranted in ec: alling upon the feder- 
ation for its active assistance in getting 
proper street signs. He suggested to the 
Socey ation that a committee trom the fed- 

ration be appointed to consult with him, 
po such other action be taken by the fed- 
eration as that body might consider most 
likely to bring about the result which he 
was ‘endeavoring to attain. Mr. Cantor's 
idea is that the street signs should be 
ornamental as well as useful. 

The interest in the subject of proper 
street signs for the City of New York is 
not confined to the re ssidents of the city. 
Mr. Cantor has received many communica- 
tions about the matter from persons living 
outside of the city. The following letter 
evidently from a Quaker, came to hint 
yesterday from Bristol, Penn.:

signs properly placed at intersections in this 
town incites me to enclose a clipping from the 
New York letter to The Public Ledger and to add 
testimony to the writer's in regard to the 
woeful lack of these indispensable helps to 
strangers in getting around the city. Some 
months ago, riding through Fulton Street in 
Brooklyn, I was greatly pleased with the won- 
derfully plain way in which the street corners 
were there marked, the signs so placed that they 
were easily read from the moving electric cars, 
thus facilitating ‘* rapid transit,’" and giving the 
stranger a sense of ease so almost entirely 
wanting in Brooklyn's big neighbor. 

Hoping that thy efforts in this important 
part of municipal housekeeping will be so suc- 
cessful as to make New York street corners ag 
well marked as they now are in any city in this 
country or in»Europe. and with my best wishes 
for the new administration in_its efforts to im- 
prove everything in your city, I am, with respect, 
thy friend.

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THE ROBERT FULTON 
MONUMENT UNVEILED 


Stands in Yard of Trinity Church, 
. Where Exercises Were Held. 








Was Erected by the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, Who Are 
Holding Annual Convention Here. 





A monument to Robert Fulton, the in- 
ventor of the steamboat, was unveiled yes- 
terday afternoon in Trinity Churchyard 
after a fhemorial service that crowded the 
main body of the old church. The serv- 
ices were attended by many prominent en- 


gineers and naval men. The monument 
Was erected by the American Society of 


Mechanical Engineers, who have been hold- 
ing their annual convention in this city for 
the last two days. Their meeting will end 
to-night at the home of the society, 12 West 
Thirty-first Street. 

The memorial services began at 3 o'clock, 
and were attended by the members of the 
society and their ladies, who arrived in a 
body from 111 Broadway, where speeches 
in eulogy of the inventor had been made. 
The procession was led by President Well- 
man, on whose arms leaned Rear Admiral 
Melville of the United States Navy, and 
former Chief Engineer Haswell, the first- 
appointed Engineer in the navy, now nine- 
ty-three years old. 

The opening voluntary was Beethoven's 
“Largo e mesto, Opus 10, No. 3,”’ after 
which the regular memorial services of the 
Episcopal Church began. The address of 
the occasion was made by the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Fulton Crary, a grandson of the 
inventor. Dr. Crary spoke of the genealo- 
gy of Robert Fulton and some of the ex- 
ploits of his ancestors, and said that a 


number of Fultons to-day are eminent en- 
gineers in various parts of the world. 
After the services the visitors filed out 
of the church to the graveyard, where stood 
the monument over the last resting place 
of the inventor. The site is next to that 
of Aiexander Hamilton's memorial, on the 
Rector Street side of the yard. The itmonu- 
ment stands twelve feet high and is of 
plain granite, bearing a bronze relief of 
the features and bust of Fuiton. On the 


foot of the granite block is the plain in- 
scription: 





To the Memory of Robert Fulton. 
Born 1765. Died 1815. 
Erected by the American Society

Before the memorial services Rear Ad- 
miral Melville and Dr. Robert H. Thurston 
of Cornell University delivered orations in 
the salesroom of fhe New York Real Es- 
tate Exchange. The Rear Admiral spoke 
of Fulton as one of the greatest benefac- 
tors of the human race. His success, he 
said, was due to an unusual mind, to pro- 
gressiveness and unremitting labor.. There 
Was applause when he spoke of Charles H. 
Haswell, who was present. 

The morning session of the society's con- 
vention was taken up with the reading of 
scientific papers, particularly one entitled 
“A Bonus System of Rewarding Labor,’ 
which has been tried out and found to 
work satisfactorily in the large machine 
shop of the Bethlehem Steel Company, 
H. L. Gantt of Bethlehem, Penn., read the 
paper. In brief it is a systematized sched- 
ule of work based on accurate experiments 
allotting to each man a certain quantity of 
work which is expected of him. If the 
worker runs above this he receives a bonus. 
The system has been in use for some time 
in the machine shop, and tended toward 
harmonizing the interests of the employer 
and the laborer. As a result of this system 
a number of surprising results have oc- 
curred. -There was an increase of output 
averaging from 200 to 300 per cent. There 
was a falling off in accidents and break- 
downs to machinery and a quickening of 
the intelligence of the men. 

This morning the final session of the con- 
vention will begin. Six scientific papers 
fl be read when, after a business meet- 
ing, the members will adjourn to meet 
again next Spring in Boston.

Mr. Wissel was the personal appointee o! 
Richard Croker a year ago when the Queens 
Democrats and Mr. Croker refused to rec- 
ognize Cassidy as leader after he had won 
at the primaries. Cassidy won again this 
Fall, despite Wissel and the machine, and 
Mr. Croker at the last moment recognized 
him as leader. The recognition, however, 
was kept quiet until after election lest the 
fact would lose votes for Cassidy, who was 
running for President of the borough. 

Mr. Cassidy a tew days ago demanded 
the dismissal of Jonn F. Haggerty, Wiliiam 
Woodill, and George Loreng. Commissioner 
Keating agreed that what Mr. Cassidy 
wished should be done. The Commissioner 
sent for his deputy and directed the instant 
dismissal of the three men. Mr. Wissel 
positively refused. Mr, Keating sent Mr. 
arog word of the situation, and the 
latter hurried to Tammany Hall. He told 
Mr. Croker the circumstances, and insisted 
that the three men must go at once. 

A few hours later, in response to a com 
mand, Deputy Commissioner Wissel was 
before Mr. Croker, who told him that Mr. 
Cassidy had been chosen leader and his 
commands must he obeyed. To this Mr. 
Wissel replied in effect that, while he was 
willing to do almost anything to please Mr. 
Croker or Tammany Hall, the dismissal of 
the three men named, who were his per- 
sonal appointments, was something he 
would not uniertake for any person or 
party or organization. Mr. Croker replied 
warmly, and the Deputy Commissioner re- 
turned the remarks in kind, with the result 
above meniioned. 

Joseph Bermel is the Cassidy leader in 
Newtown. He will hold office until Dee 
81 only, as the charter abolishes the office, 
but it is understood that he will fill the 
position which replaces his present one and 
others. Mr. Bermel will assume his duties 
this morning, and his first act will be the 
dismissal of the three men objectionable 
to Mr. Cassidy.

ceeded Eugene Cowles in that organization;

his Statement that this chorus is the most 
efficient ever assembled under his direction 
and that it contains many voices which 
will some day become famous. 

The matinée and evening performances 
which will be given at the Academy of 
Music in Brooklyn on Dec. 14 will be the 
only occasions on which this company may 
be heard here, as it will go to Philadelphia 
early in January to occupy the Grand 
Opera House in that city until the end of 
the season in July. 

This is a brave announcement, and those 
who are interested in the future of opera in 
this benighted land will read it with 
curiosity. But there is a familiar sound to 
most of the names, and a perusal of them 
will not awaken hopes that the problem of 
giving opera in the vernacular at low prices 
has yet been solved. In just what particu- 
lar or degree the performances of this new 
company will differ from those of the Cas- 
tle Square organization except in the small- 
er acquaintance with the stage possessed 
by some of its members does not appear. 
But matters of this sort may be left for 
future consideration. Just now let us con- 
tent ourselves with hoping that the new 


enterprise may literally “fill a long-felt 
want.”

We have all been laboring under the de- 


lusion that the habit of rushing down to 
the stage at the conclusion of musical re- 
citals was a New York invention, and that 
it was the outcome of a private and par- 
ticular form of mania affecting the mat- 
inée auditor. We have been grievously 
mistaken. This is a Paderewski habit. 
Every one will remember that it began at 
the piano recitals of the great Polish artist. 
Now it transpires that the custom follows 
him throughout the length and breadth of 
the earth. He played lately in Hamburg 
for the first time. The papers waxed elo- 
quent about his wonderful interpretations 
of masterworks. And one of them, no 
less a journal than the Nachrichten, pub- 
lished this record of the scene at the end 
of the recital: 

“The audience rushed from their seats, 
crowded forward, and besieged the stage in 
dense masses. A storm of applause reverb- 
erated through the hall, ladies waving 
their handkerchiefs. It was like a Nikisch 
concert; the same exultation, the same 
enthusiasm. The amiable Paderewski sat 
down to the piano once more and played 
another Hungarian Rhapsodie for these 
‘enthusiasts, the one with the obstinate 
octave melody—a bravura number of Mme. 
Carrefio—a fabulous achievement worthy 
of emulation for the aristocratic treatment 
and ennoblement of popular melody. 

“Repeated outbursts of intenseadmiration! 
Rolling avalanches of joy! Paderewski re- 
spondel with another encore, the audience 
with renewed cheers, whereupon Pader- 
ewski added a brilliant valse which was 
his ‘“‘last rose’’ to the audience. If this 
indefatigable game of reciprocal gratitude 
had not ceased then and there, Paderewski 
would yet be playing and the audience 
would still be rejoicing—which in all proba- 





bility they are doing—less audibly, of, 
course, than yesterday, but with a serene 
joy and a Dilissful,memory of a musical 
evening which ranks with the greatest 


pianistic recollections of the concert hall." 

So itis Paderewski who causes this custom 
introduce itself, even among the solid 
Germans. Here it has become too common 
to signify anything. No matter who gives 
a recital, the auditors rush for the foot- 


lights as soon as the season of additional 
numbers begins.

He Declares the Brick Church Must Not | 


Be Neglected While Its Pastor- 


ate Is Vacant. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 5.—The Rev. Dr. 
Henry van Dyke, head of the English de- 
partment of Princeton University, has ac- 
cepted the call from the Brick Presby- 
terian Church in New York to become min- 
ister in charge during the vacancy of its 
pastorate. 

In commenting on his 
van Dyke said, in part: 

“This will not interfere at all in my 
work for the students of the university, 
but it will necessitate the cutting out of a 
great number of cutside engagements. The 
object is to keep the Brick Church, with its 
immense interests, moving steadily along 
the line of useful Christian work in New 
York City. We do not want it to go drift- 
ing around like a ship without a rudder 


until the new pastor is found. We want it 
to stay full and busy and serene as it has 
done during the past years.”’ 

Dr. van Dyke left to-day for Washington 
to attend a meeting of the Creed Revision 
Committee of the Presbyterian Church, of 
which he is a member.

STODDARD’S WORK EXCELLED 





Home Seven Scored Twice in First 
Half, but Is Outplayed in the 
Latter Period. 





The first hockey match of the present 
season was played last night at the St. 
Nicholas Skating Rink, in West Sixty-sixth 
Street, between teams representing the St. 
Nicholas Skating Club and Yale University, 
Yale winning bv a score of 4 to 2.

President Powers of Eastern Associa- 
tion in Favor of Increasing Um- 


pire’g Power.

When President Powers called the meet- 
ing to order early yesterday there were 
present J. T. Shearer, G. C. Nicholson, J.

Higgins, G. W. Sweeney, and J. B. Nash 
of Rochester; G. P. Cressy and William 
Murray of Providence, P. H. Hurley of 
Worcester, F. J. Leonard of Syracuse, M. 


B. Puder, J. W. Dobbins, and W, W. Burn- 
ham of Newark, and P. T. Powers, repre- 
senting Jersey City. 

They decided to begin the playing season 
on Thursday, May 1. The schedule will 
consist of 126 games, and the season will 
close about Sept. 30. 

The umpire question will be left to the 
Rules Committee of the National Associa- 
tlon of Professional Baseball Leagues for 
decision. The Eastern League people, 
however, especially President Powers, will 
advocate giving the master of play in- 
creased power. President Powers believes 
that the umpire should be the absolute 
ruler of things while on the field and that 
his decisions should never be questioned. 
He is anxious to have a resolution passed 
by the National Association to the effect 
that there shall be no appeal from a de- 
cision of the umpire on field plays, 

“It is the only possible solution of the 
rowdy ball question,’’ declares President 
Powers. ‘* When I select an umpire, I be- 
lieve him to be a perfectly honest and 
capable man. He gives his decisions as 
he sees them, and is honestly convinced 
that he is right. He is the best paces of 
play, and I think his decisions should be 
final. That will do away with all kicking 
and rowdyism.” 

‘Jimmy ”’ Manning, who last year had 
the Washington American League team, 
will get the Kansas City franchise, in place 
of Tebeau. 

President Powers announced last night 
that all was enthusiasm in Jersey City 
over the prospects of the baseball situa- 
tion next year. He said that he had been

Board of Review of National Trotting 


Association Deals Out Discipline. 

Trotting decisions in more than a scorg of 
cases were announced by the Board of ,Re- 
view of the National Trotting Association 
after an all-day session at the Murray Hill 
Hotel yesterday. The morning was spent 
in taking testimony and the afternoon in 
executive session, after which the decisions 
were announced. In the so-called Westfield 
case, which was the principal one decided 
during the day, the following persons, 
composing the New Westfleld Driving As- 
sociation of Westfield, Mass., F. F. Mose- 
ley, President; G. M. Ashley, Vice Presi- 
dent, and Charles M. Goodnow, Secretary 
and Treasurer, together, with said asso- 
ciation, were expelled for failure to enforce 
the rules of the National Trotting Associa- 
tion at the meeting held at Westfield, 
Mass., Oct. 21 to Nov. 1, inclusive. The 
Secretary was instructed to bring cases 
against the judges and timers for suppress- 
ing the correct time at’ said meeting and 
for publishing false time, and also against 


such drivers and owners as knowingly ac- 
cepted and acquiesced in such fraudulent 
time, and against su@h horses as won heats 
in which such fraudulent time was given 
out. The judges at the meeting were G, A, 
Phelps, T. F. McGrath, and H. R. Walker. 
The last two, with C. M. Sherman, acted as 
timers. 

In the Gloria case, which was the specific 
case of violation of the rules at the West- 
field meeting for which the New Westfield 
Driving Association was expelled, the board 
ruled that Gloria did win a heat in the 
2:15 pace at Westfield, Mass., Oct. 24, 1901, 
in which there was an intentional misrep- 
resentation of the time, and that her driver 
knew that he had been fraudulently timed, 
wequested it and accepted it, and accord- 
ingly both the horse and F. P. Fox, the 
driver, were disqualified. Fox was also 
found guilty of misconduct in not driving 
to win in one of the heats of the same gace 
and suspended indefinitely. A 

The case of the association against D. L. 
Darby, Fanwood, N. J., and the bay gelding 
Paul Patchen, 2:23%, entered out’ of his 
class at Plainfield, N’ J., Sept. 2, 1901, was 
dismissed, the unlawful winnings having 
been returned. 

In the matter of the association against 
R. C. Horr, Philadelphia, and the black 
mare Wiltonene, for having acquired a 
record of 2:29% at Belmont Park, Philadel- 
phia, on Aug. 1, 1900, and performing out 
of her class at Point Breeze Park, Phila- 
delphia, Aug. 15, 1900, Horr and the mare 
were fined $100, and both were suspended 
till the fine is paid. The Secretary was di- 
rected to summon R, M. Laycock to appear 
before the board and show cause why he 
should not be penalized for suppressing the 
report of a race, as a report of the one 
day’s meet did not contain this particular 
race.

A fine of $10 collected from W. K. Moore 
of Astoria, L. I., for the North Jersey Agri- 
culture and Driving Association of Ridge- 
wood, N. J., for failure to start in a race 
was not remitted. Moore stated that he 
had not known the rule requiring the with- 
drawal of his horse when he found he could 
not start. 

In the case of George Mulley, Scranton, 
Penn., against the Wayne County Agri- 
cultural Association, Honesdale, Penn., the 
judges’ decision, which was a revision, 
made because of a report by the flagman 
to the effect that he had counted a horse 
behind the flag when only his head and 
neck were in, was sustained.

Howison Makes a Poor Showing in the 
Evening, but Sutton Only Loses 
by Twenty-five Points. 





George Slosson and Ora C. Mornings*‘ar, 
the latter being the Indiana billiardist, 
were the victors yesterday in the billiard 
tournament for the championship of the 
world, which is now in progress in the 
Concert Hall of the Madison Square Gar- 
den.

The afternoon game was much the better 
of the two, although the presence of Slos- 
son on the floor in the evening was of 
itself sufficient to draw a large gathering 
of enthusiasts, a notable feature being the 
increased attendance of ladies in the re- 
served seat section. The greater number 
watched the game to the end, and when 
clever masses or well-judged shots around 
the table were made, the fair spectators 
showed that they understood a neat play 
fully as well as their experienced escorts. 

Morningstar won his game in 42 innings, 


iving one of the nicest exhibitions of 

illiards that he has shown this season. He 
covered himself with glory and loud ap- 
plause by a magnificent run of 62, the best 
of the tournament, with the exception of 
Schaefer’s 65 on Wednesday night, whith 
is the record thus far for individual runs. 
He made other high runs of 48 and 46, 
while Sutton made 54 and 45. As Slosson’s 
best inning in the evening only drew out 
a string of 43 and Howison could not ad- 
vance beyond 35, it will be seen that the 
afternoon game was superior in individual 
brilliancy to the evening match, as it also 
was in averages, for Slosson needed 49 
innings to win an easy game. 

Howison opened the evening game with 
a light run of 3 and Slosson started with 
the more moderate score of 1. A string of 
5 gave him the lead in the next inning, and 
he maintained his leac unchallenged to the 
end. The game ran along slowly for both 
up to the fiftecnth inning, when the first 
respectable run was made—26 for Slosson. 
It took the latter, however, twenty-two inn- 
ings to pass 100, At the close of the pre- 
vious inning he had 99, but a run of 22 in 
the twenty-second inning gave him 12}. 
Howison at this point had less than 50, his 
slow game, after his clever work against 
Schaefer the preceding evening, being a de- 
cided disappointment. In difficult carroms 
and skillful foilow shots Slosson gave the 
spectators plenty of opportunity to give 
vent to their delight at fine billiards. He 
had difficulty, however, in holding the balls 
nicely together, which may have been due 
to the condition of the ivories, for the 
changes in the weather have affected them 
peculiarly. In the afternoon the set was 
found to be so badly cracked that a new 
set had to be brought on to complete the 
match.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE'S 
STAND ON RECIPROCITY 


Resolutions Condemning Recent 
Convention Referred. 


Further Consideration by Members 
Wanted Before Action—Mr. 


Talks on Taxation.

At the December meeting yesterday of 
the Chamber of Commerce, at which Morris 
kK. Jesup presided, the resolutions of- 
fered by Gustav H. Schwab, as Chairman 
of the Committee Foreign Commerce 
and the Revenue Laws, on the action of the 
Nationa! Reciprocity Convention were after 
much debate referred back to the commit- 
tee. Mr. Schwab's committee presented the 
following: 

Whereas, This Chamber has consistently fa- 
vored the establishment through reciprocal con- 
cessions in tariff rates of closer trade rela- 
tions between the United States and the com- 
mercial countries of the world; and 

Whereas, The National Reciprocity Conven- 
tien, in its recent session in Washington, D. C., 
adopted a resolution recommending reciprocity 
through tariff modifications only where it can be 
done without Injury to any of our home interests 
of manufacturing, commerce, or farming, thereby 
rendering any application of reciprocal tariff 
concessions impracticable; and 

Whereas, The Natlonal Reciprocity Conven- 
tion in a second resolution recommended the 
establishment of a new commission, to which 
shall be referred the consideration and negotia- 
tion of ail reciprocal trade agreements, thereby 
nullifying and disregarding the valuable and 
beneficial work successfully accomplished by the 
present Commissioner Plenipotentiary in the 
negotiation of important treaties of commercial 
reciprocity with a large number of countries, 
whereby a great part of the trade of these coun- 
tries would be thrown open to us; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Chamber hereby expresses 
its disapproval of the action taken by the Na- 
tional Reciprocity Convention at Washington on 
the 20th ultimo, as subversive of all attempts to 
bring about closer trade relations with our 
sister nations and to open new and wider mar- 
kets for our products; and be it further 

Resvived, That the Chamber views with appre 
hension the policy advocated by the Reciprocity 
Convention, as likely to. invite hostile legisla- 
tion on the part of the other nations against 
this country to the great detriment of its com- 
mercial interests. 


James Talcott, in speaking against the 
resolutions, said that he hoped they would 
not be passed. Charles A, Schieren read a 
report of the transactions at the Reciproc-

to attend it, which was accepted. He said 
that the Chamber should be very careful in 
acting on the conclusions of the convention.

But to the Control- 
ler's mind it is more important to devise 
a2 system that would gradually end in mu- 
nicipal control of the great public utilities. 

George F. Seward, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on State and Municipal Taxation, 
offered a report which deprecated the tend- 
ency of the Legislature to create indirect 
revenues for’State purposes and was in 
accordance with the stand taken by the 
Chamber last year. The report set forth 
that the committee holds that the Legisla- 
ture should desist from selecting special 
subjects of taxation for the exclusive bene- 
fit of the State because the committee has 
no reason to believe that the State is in 
need of new sources of revenue and should 
allow the subject to rest until, as a result 
of further experience, the people are in a 
better position to judge whether the policy 
will prove conductive to the best interests 
of the Commonwealth or the reverse. On 
the question of the wisdom of taxation of 
gmnortgages the committee opposes such tax- 
ation because: 

The tax cannot fall otherwise in the end than 
upon the property mortgaged; the incidence of 
taxation upon real property is already heavy, 
whether to people living under urban conditions 
or to farmers; the tax can only be collected at 
much expense and by methods which will be ex- 
tremely vexatious, and if property is to be taxed 
it is always better to tax it directly than indi- 
rectly in ways which mislead the people as to 
the actual incidence. 

The report was adopted, and copies of it 
will be sent to Gov. Odell, members of 
the Legislature, and members of the Cham- 
ber. If the opportunity occurs, the com- 
mittee will advocate the views expressed 
at Albany before the coming Legislature. 

The thanks of the Chamber were voted 
to Gov. Sayers of Texas and his people and 
to the New York committee for the visit 
of merchants last Spring to Texas. 

A resolution from the Executive: Com- 
mittee calling for an amendment to the 
constitution to increase the dues from $25 
to $50 per annum was adopted. James G. 
Cannon reported that under the present 
system of dues the income for the new 
building would be $56,000, against expenses 
aggregating $98,000.

Merchants’ Association Names Commit- 


tee to Report on Their Practicability. 


At the regular meeting of the Merchants’ 
‘Association yesterday, President D. Le Roy 
Dresser appointed a committee of five, 
composed of C. M. Wicker, William E. 
Curtis, George B. Cornell, W. A. Marble, 


and William R. Corwine, to investigate 
the subject of underground pipe galleries, 
to confer with the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion and others, and to report.

Mr. Leffkofsky said he had paid $17 for 
it, and the Deputy Surveyor promptly put 
it down or the list of dutiable articles.

CITY MUST PAY $20,000 
FOR WORK NEVER DONE 


Street Cleaners “ Laid Off” Will 
Be Paid for Time They Were Idle. 


We fill orders 
by mail, 


Courts Decided that Street Commis- 
sioner Acted Illegally in Working 
Men Alternate Days—1,000 
Suits Filed. 


The city officials, as ‘the result of over 
one thousand lawsuits, have found that 
street cleaners cannot be “laid off’’ for 
a day now and then. This victory of the 
‘“men behind the broom’’ came as a sur- 
prise to Corporation Counsel Whalen, Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Nagle, and many 
other Tammany Officials. 

The custom of “laying off’’ a number 
of day laborers was instituted in the Street 
Cleaning Department a year ago. Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Nagle said that he 
did not have enough money to pay the men 
for work every day, although they were 
appointed by the year under the law. 
Notices were sent to over seven hundred 
workers with brooms and on ash carts, 
that the laying off process would con- 
tinue as long as Commissioner Nagle de- 
sired. There were protests from the 
workers, and hundreds gathered in the 
corridors of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment and made harsh statements about 
the officials. 
| It will cost the city at least $14,000 in 
| legal expenses, which include the costs of 
| preparing the affidavits and going through 
' all the details of a civil suit in each claim 
against the city. In addition, the city will 
| have to pay more than $20,000, according 
to the lowest estimate of Controller Coler, 

and $60,000 according to the estimate of 
| other officials, for work which was never 
| performed. Every street cleaner who, last 
| November and December, was “laid off,” 
| has claims against the city, ranging from 
| $6 to $30, and these claims will have to 

be paid. 
Henry W. Unger, the defeated Tammany 
candidate for District Attorney, is counsel 
| for the men. He has several clerks at 
work drawing papers, and claims to the 
number of about fifty are being filed each 


ay. 

The question as to the right of Commis- 
sioner Nagle to “lay off"’ his men became 
the subject of a correspondence with Cor- 
| asses Counsel Whalen and Controller 
Coler. 

One or two test cases were carried into 
| the courts, and judgments were iven 
against the city. Mr. Unger was Iinter- 
| ested in the matter, and in a few months 
over fifteen hundred lawsuits were started 
| against the city, involving other points 
besides the question of the right of the 
; men to pay for time they were not allowed 
to work. After the test cases, Corporation 
Counsel Whalen decided to confess judg- 
ment to all of the claims settled by the 
courts. 

Mr. Unger said yesterday to a reporter 
for THe New Yor«K TIMEs: 

“It is true that there are 800 or more 
cases which the city will have to settle 
for overtime and pay for time in which 
the men were not allowed to work. Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Nagle did not dis- 
charge the 700 or more men when he re- 
| duced the force of his department abyut 
a year ago. The men were not suspended, 
they were simply ‘laid off.’ In the test 
cases the point was raised that as the men 
were oe we, by the year Commissioner 
Nagle had no right to declare that they 
could only work on certain days of the 
week. 

‘For instance, one gang would work on 
Monday, and another gang would be put 
to work on Tuesday, without providing 
work for the men who worked Monday 
and reported for duty on Tuesday. The 
courts held that as the men were not dis- 
charged, dismissed, or suspended, they 
were entitled to pay. The cases which have 
| been decided have made the = officials 

wise. When Commissioner Nagle reduced 
his foree this year, he discharged the men, 
and although many suits will be started, 
T fear that they will not be able to collect 
from the city this year.”’ 
said last evening: 

“IT had nothing to do with the matter. 
The amount involved in wages due the 
men will amount to more than $20,000 for 
November and December of last year.”
